Jacob A. Cantor to Visit Up-State

Jacob A. Cantor, President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, announced yesterday 
that he would take several days shortly 
to go through the State in order to meet 
the Democratic county leaders and en- 
deavor tu point out that ex-Senator David 
B. Hill’s leadership had been disastrous. 

As a means of insuring that the State 
Convention to select National. delegates 
next year should not be a “one-man” 
body, Mr. Cantor asserted that an anti-Hill 
‘conference had been projected -to be held 
in Albany early in December. Back of the 
Borough President are said to be a number 
of anti-Hill interests, including presuma- 
bly Tammany Hall. 

The warring Erie County leaders, Nor- 
man E. Mack and William J. Conners, will 
be seen; George W. Batten of Niagara is 
another leader to be visited. George E. 
Warner, John F. Kinney, and William F. 
Balkam of Monroe; James K. McGuire of

I think Judge 
Parker would also stand a good chance, 
and, if it were not for the opposition of 
thé South, I believe his prospects would be 
about equal to those of Mr. Cleveland.”

$T. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 15.—Attorney Gen- 
eral E. C. Crow, who came to St. Louis 
yesterday after the Cole County Grand 
Jury had returned its report indicting 
William Ziegler of the Baking Powder 
Trust for bribery, returned to-night to the 
State capital, presumably to arrange for 
the arrest and extradition of the New York 
millionaire. While Mr. Crow would not 
confirm the news that Ziegler is under in- 
dictment, he did not deny it. 

It is believed that Mr. Crow will ask Gov. 
Dockery to issue extradition papers on the 
Governor of New York to-morrow. “Evelyn 
Baldwin, whose testimony before the Grand 
Jury, ft is believed, had much to do with 
the indictment of Ziegler, left Jefferson 
City last night for St. Louis, but could not 
be found here to-day, and his present 
whereabouts is unknown. 

It is believed that the State will not at- 


"tempt to show that Ziegler directly bribed 


any man, All legal precedents that hold a 
corporation responsible for the corrupt use 
of Money have been thoroughly examined 
by the Attorney General and his assistants. 


William Ziegler, when. seen at his’ resi- 
dence, 624 Fifth Avenue, yesterday, sald 
he. knew absolutely nothing regarding the 
reported indictment, which had been found 
against him in Jefferson City, Mo., and was 
very much concerned about the form of the 
indictment and the charge made against 
him.

NEW 
CALLED HIMSELF A FORGER 


James L. Gardner of Tampa, Fla. 
Asked Police to Arrest Him. 


Penniless and Conscience-Stricken, He 
Told How He Began Brief Career 
of Crime for Love of a Girl. - 


James L, Gardner, a graduate of the 
South Carolina Military Academy at 
Charleston, walked into the West Forty- 
seventh Street Police Station early yester- 
day morning, and giving the Sergeant a 
list of people from whom he said he had 
obtained money by forgery, asked to be 
locked up, as his conscience was hurting 
him more than he ¢ould bear. On the list 
was the name of his uncle, 8. L. Lowry, a 
seneral insurance agent at Tampa, Fla., 
some of the companies he represented, and 
a number of New York hotels. 

The Sergeant looked at the list a moment 
and then at the young man, who looked 
tired and worn out, and set him down as 
either crazy or else trying to secure a 
night’s lodging at the station. However, 
he locked him up and had him sent to the 
West Side Court yesterday morning, where 
he was held pending investigation of his 


; Statement of forgery. 


The list was investigated by Detectives 
Rice and Capt. Handy, and proved to be 
accurate. From the story told by Gardner 
while in prison yesterday, it appears that 
after graduating from the military school 
he went to work as a clerk in his uncle’s 
office. That was a short time ago, he 
being only twenty-two years old now. Not 
long after going to work as a clerk he 
intimates that he fell in love with a girl 
in Tampa, and began to buy her presents. 
In order to pay for these presents he 
issued worthless checks, the first about 
six weeks ago. It was for $350, and paya- 
ble by his uncle. 

Fearing prosecution and shamed by his 
act, he fled from Florida and started to 
hide himself in New York. He continued 
to use the reputable connections of his 
uncle and forged mare checks, the next 
being for $20, drawn on A. M. Marshall at 
Savannah, Ga. 
was on Howard Martin, for $50. 

On reaching this city about five weeks 
ago he went to the Empire Hotel, at 
Broadway and Sixty-third Street, where 
he stayed two weeks and paid his bills. 
Then his money began to run low, and. he 
went to the boarding house of Mrs. A. 
Venus at 343 West Fifty-eighth Street. He 
remained there abowt two weeks, and some 
money which he had expected not arriving, 
he passed a check on her for $14 and then 
left, owing her $14. From there he went to 
the Hotel Lincoln and replenished his funds 
by forging more checks, the persons to be 
victimized being Cornelius Doremus, Presi- 
dent of the Germania Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and G. E. Lopez of the Continental 
Fire Insurance Company, the sum being 350 
in each case. 

From the Lincoln he went to the Nor- 
mandie Hotel, where, using the allas of 
Julian Guernsey, he stayed until three 
days ago. Not having any more mohey 
and becoming despondent, he went out to 
look for work. He was unable to find any, 
however, and decided to give himself up to 
the police. 

Other checks which Gardner says he 
forged are on M. V. Osborne, Jacksonville, 
Fla., $20, and L. L. Gaillard, Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad Company, $35. He says 
also that he owes Loftus Brothers, Chi- 
$52.50, balance due an a diamond 
ring. 


FORESTRY TESTS AT ST. LOUIS. 


United States and German Foresters in 
Competition — Experiments of Es- 
pecial Interest to. New York.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The United 
States Government will participate in a 
competitive exhibit at the St. Louis Falr, 
and will have for a rival the German Em- 
pire. Which nation’s method of forest 
management is best and most practical is 
the problem to be solved. 

This_competitive exhibit will have espe- 
cial interest for the State of New York 
on account of the experiments in forestry 
which New York has been making with a 
view to the preservation of the forests of 
the Adirondacks. The New York experi- 
ments have been made under the auspices 
of the Cornell University, to which State 
lands were ceded for the purpose. 

The experiments have been so unsatis- 
factory that they are now the subject of 
investigation by the Legislature of New 
York. It is expected by those who will 
be in charge of the United States’ forestry 
exhibit at St. Louis that the Legislature 
of New York at the coming session may 
see fit to appoint an expert on forestry 
to go to St. Louis to study the experiments 
in forestry methods to be made there with 
a view to affording the Legislature light 
on a problem which has been vexing the 
officials of New York for several years 
past 

Two tracts of land, each about five acres 
in extent, have been assigned to each Gov. 
ernment as the laboratory for the tests 
to be made at St. Louis.

Placing the weapon 
against McDonald's body, Furlong hesi- 
tated a moment. McDonald .dared him to 
fire, gnd Furlong pulled the trigger.

THREW OUT WALKING DELEGATE 


Man Who Was Repairing Roof of His 
Own. House Resented Interference. 


BLOOMFIELD, N. J., Nov. 15.—A walk- 
ing delegate of a building trades union 
came to grief in Glen Ridge yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Romeyn Pierson started to repair 
a shingle roof on the house on Douglass 
Road which he owns and occupfes. He was 
thus engaged when the walking delegate 
appeared. It was Saturday afternoon and 
all houseworkers should have quit at noon, 
so when he saw the supposed offending man 
the delegate jumped to the conclusion he 
was either a union member violating the 
rules or else a non-union man. 

Hailing the worker the delegate called 
out: 

‘Hey, come down out of that.” 

‘What for,”’ sailed back at him. 

“Are “you a scab or a member of the 
union?" went upward, 

‘*None of your business,” descended. 

“If you don't come down I'll go up and 
throw you down,” replied the now irate 
delegate. 

Mr. Pierson was angry, too, and came 
down, but before the delegate could begin 
to talk he was grabbed by the collar and 
propelled into the street, with injunctions 
to cease bothering citizens when on their 
own property. 


YELLOW FEVER IN MEXICO 
IS NOW BEYOND CONTROL. 


Thousands of Cases Not Reported to the 
Health Authorities — Situation in 
Monterey Very Grave.

AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 15.—The yellow 
fever epidemic in Mexico is now beyond 
the control of the health authorities of that 
country, according to advices which have 
reached the Texas State Health Depart- 
ment. It is stated that the unusually Iong 
period of warm weather and the failure 
of the lower class of Mexicans to report 
cases of the disease to the health authori- 
ties have caused the epidemic to spread 
to every town between Monterey and 
Laredo. 

In Monterey the situation is growing 
worse daily. It is asserted that thou- 
sands of cases of the disease have occurred 
in the infected towns and cities of Mex- 
ico which have not been reported to the 
health authorities. The death rate is about 
5 per cent. 

The United States Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice is rendering what aid it can to the 
Mexican authorities in suppressing the dis- 
ease, . 

It is estimated that the loss of business 
in Monterey alone as a result of the epi- 
demic aggregates more than $2,000,000.

Both Dr. and Mrs. Vail have passed 
three-store and ten, but enjoy the best of 
health. For many-years Dr. Vail was Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Schools of Essex 
County, and he has a war record, having 
been a surgeon from the outbreak to the 
close of the civil war, seeing active service 
on the field, He was born in a little ham- 
let in the Sussex Hills known as Pochuck, 
now callee Glenwood, He studied medicine 
and was graduated from Castleton College, 
and attended clinics in New York, Hestarted 
private practice in Susquehanna, Penn. He 
has been noted as an oculist, and was an 
organizer and the first President of the 
Newerk Eye and Ear Infirmary. Politically 
he is a Democrat, and has served as an 
Atsemblyman, Alderman, and member of 


the Board of Education of Newark. He 
ztounded Vailsburg borough, being a large 
property holder‘there, but was defeated by 
the late Alexander Maybaum in the race 
for Mayor.

On the Verge of Being Dispossessed 
from Humble Workshop. 


ONCE OWNED ART TREASURES 


Served His Country in Turkey, Mexico, 
and Argentina—Lived Lavishly 
Here Lafer. 


Chevalier Luigi Petich, sixty-five years 
old, and once a prominent member of the 
Italian Diplomatic Service, also an art col- 
lector and inventor, died alone and in pov- 
erty three days ago at his home, 848 Ninth 
Avenue, and his body was found there yes- 
terday morning. The cause of his death was 
apoplexy, said to have been brought on by 
worry from inability to pay storage on 
pictures and works of art which he valued 
at £250,000, and because his landlord was 
to dispossess him to-day for non-payment 
of rent. 

Petich was 2 character in the neighbor- 
heed where he lived, and several of the 
neighhors received visits from his daily. 
Not having seen him for two days, and 
noticing that the house was closed up, a 
policeman from the West Forty-seventh 
Street Police Station, on duty on Ninth 
Avenue, was told that the old gentleman 
had not been seen for two days, and was 
asked to investigate. The policeman 
knocked at the front door, and, not receiv- 
ing any answer, reported to Capt. Handy 
of his precinct that it was thought some- 
thing had happened to Chevalier Petich. 

Capt. Handy, fearing there had been foul 
play, went with two policemen to the 
house. After some difficulty a window in 
the rear was forced and the policemen en- 
tered. The bare floors of the hall echoed 
with their footsteps, but they saw no trace 
of the occupant of the house. But when 
they reached the bathroom on the second 
floor they caught a glimpse through the 
half-open door of a lightly clad body lying 
on the floor. There was a gash on the 
right side of the head just back of the ear. 
There were no other marks on the body in- 
dicative of violence. 

None of the valuables arfl works of- art 
in the house seemed to have been touched, 
and, since all the doors and windows had 
been fastened from the inside, the police- 
men concluded that the old man had fallen 
while in the bathroom and had struck his 
head against the door, thus causing the 
wound. 

Coroner Schdler was notified before noon, 
and when he came concluded that death 
had come as the result of a stroke of 
apoplexy. “He had the body sent to an 
undertaker, and also notified the Italian 
Consul, the Chevalier’s only near relative 
being a young wife, who is with her family 
in Buenos Ayres. 


THE CHEVALIER’S LIFE STORY. 


The Coroner then began to go through 
the papers in the house, and by talking 
with those in the neighborhood who had 
known the Chevalier learned something of 
his life story. 

Chevalier Petich was born in Vienna, the 
only sen of. Angelo. Petich and his wife 
Maria. He early entered the diplomatic 
service, and served in Turkey, in Mexico, 
in the Argentine Republic, and other coun- 
tries. At various times he was accredited 
as Minister Plenipotentiary. He received 
the title of Chevalier because of his services 
to the Italian Government. 

The Chevalier and his wife several years 
agg were among the most fashionable of 
the Italian colony in New York, and ‘were 
known by sight to many promenaders of 
Fifth Avenue. In their walks they were 
always accompanied by a string of small 
dogs, which made them the more remarked. 

They were first seen in New York about 
fifteen years ago, not long after the time 
the Chevalier was retired by his Govern- 
ment on a pension. They lived for a while 
at a hotel on Staten Island, and there their 
lavish manner of living, their distinguished 
appearance, thelr numerous trunks, and 
their dogs made them much observed. Then 
they came to Manhattan and lived for 
severat years at fashionable hotels near 
Central Park. Their circle of acquaintances 
became quite large, and they entertained in 
a generous manner. 

About this time it seems that the Cheva- 
lier, who had become known at once 
among the artists of the city, was per- 
suaded to loan to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art his collection of Toltec smil- 
ing heads, which he had gathered while 
representing his country in Mexico. At 
one time there are said to have been 1,610 
pieces in this collection.’ He left it in a 
special room at the museum for some 
time, where it attracted considerable atten- 
tion from artists and those interested in 
Mexican history. 

SELLING HIS TREASURES. 


About five years ago the Chevalier’s 
funds began to dwindle, and the pension 
from his Government—$65 a month— 
proved insufficient to keep himself and his 
wife, after their own private fortunes had 
been hurt by unfortunate speculations. 
The Chevalier, who had accumulated a 
large number of works of art and sculpt- 
ure, now began to part with them, as he 
needed the money to meet current bills. 
One of the first things in his artistic be- 
longings which he sold was his Toltec col- 
lection. He tried to dispose of # to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, but was un- 
able to do so satisfactorily, and, it is said, 
finally sold it in parcels, some of it going 
to the Museum of Natural History, and 
the reft to private collectors. 

He then placed his works of art in a 
storage house at Seventh Avenue and 
Fifty-second Street, and moved away from 
fashionable hotel life to cheaper apart- 
ments. Financial troubles. kept worrying 
him more and more, and eventually, three 
years ago, he pawned his wife’s diamonds 
for about $2,500. When this fund was ex- 
hausted he decided to send his young wife 
home to her family, at Buenos Ayres, and 
let her wait there until better days should 
come. 

After ‘she left he tried to earn money 
in various ways, and at one time had a 
cigar shop down town. Then he became 
possessed with the idea that he could make 
a fortune by putting on the market cer- 
tain electrical appliances of his invention, 
and with this enc in view he took the house 
at 848 Ninth Avenue a little over a year 
ago. To it he méved all of his treasures, 
which he had clung to even in misfortyne, 
Among these was a small portrait painting 
ot his. wife, which he placed in a sort of 
shrine, and the neighbors say that daily 
he recited his prayers before the painting. 

The Chevalier attracted the same amount 
of attention in his new neighborhood as 
in far richer, quarters. Soon he became a 
well-known figure along the avenue about 
Fifty-fifth Street. He had a pleasant smile 
for everybody on the street, but no one 
was'ever known.to. cross the threshold of 
his home, further than the narrow confines 
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Rain, possibly snow, to-night;

of the little office which he arranged at the 
front to dispose of his business. 

For this reason the kindly little man 
soon came to be called ‘‘ The Hermit.” He 
would never talk of his own affairs to the 
persons he met, and it was only by the 
merest slips that his story was guessed, 
the story that he was struggling to make 
money to go and live with his wife in 
Buenos Ayres. 

On the outside of the little two-story and 
basement brick house in which he lived 
he painted an oddly arranged sign which 
read thus: 

This is the only place in the world where you 
can get entirely free the best electric medical 
battery—a newly devised apparatus—The Ind- 
electrics Manufacturing Company—approved by 
the greatest physicians. 

This and other inventions he manufact- 
ured in his home and sold some of them to 
his friends of the neighborhood.

An- 
other room was used as a kitchen. 

On the floor above were his sleeping room, 
his study, and the bathroom. In his own 
room was tound the painting of his wife in 
the shrine. Then there were a few other 
old paintings and sculptures of a religious 
nature which the old man prized highly. 

His personal effects were found-in his 


tograph in a group with the President of 
Mexico and his staff. His gold-braided 
dress hat and uniform sword were also 
there. Then there was an engraved scroll 
which was given to him by his colleagues 
during a meeting of many of the diplomats 
of the world at Antwerp in 1855, as a per- 
sonal compliment for distinguished services. 
Among his other papers were patents from- 
many Governments for his inventions. 

On his desk were found the dispossess 
writ which was to take efféct to-day, and 
also a notice from a storage Company that 
he must pay his bill there. No food was 
found in the house, and but 88 cents in 
money. 

He had often told friends that the rest 
of his effects at the storage house were 
worth $250,000, and that he expected to get 
that sum some day for them. Inquiry at 
the storage house at Fifty-second Street 
and Seventh Avenue, showed that he had 
about a van load of stuff, which included 
an old painting entitled ‘‘ The Descent into 
Egypt,” a crucifix about seven feet high, 
and an image of St. Joseph about a foot 
and a half high.

COLON, Nov. 15.—The overdue Germai 
Steamer Scotia arrived from the coast at 
sundown to-day flying the Colombian flag.

Cutters from the United States auxiliary 
cruiser Dixie are plying to and from the 
Scotia, which bas no communication with 
the shore, There is great excitement, as it 
is stated that Gen. Reyes and his staff are 
aboard the vessel. The United States con- 
verted cruiser Mayflower, which arrived 
to-day, ‘with Rear Admirals Coghlan and 
Walker aboard, left her anchorage and 
steamed to meet the Scotia. 

The moment the Scotia anchored twenty 
morines from the Dixie were landed here. 


The Scotia sailed from Hamburg Oct, 18 
for Kingston, Jamaica, and was last re-! 
ported passing Heyst, Belgium, Oct. 17. 


BOGOTA, Tuesday, Nov. 10, (delayed in 
transmission.)—Gens. Reyes, Holguin, and/ 
Ospina left here to-day for Panama on a 
diplomatic mission with full powers to offer 
the Isthmians a satisfactory treaty and 
such other concessions as may bring the 
Isthmus back to the Colombian Union. 

It is expected that amicable arrangements 
will be made, and such are heartily desired 
here.

CONSUL GUDGER AT PANAMA, | 


He Receives an Enthusiastic Reception 
from the Populace. 


PANAMA, Nov. 15.—United States Con- 
sul General Gudger arrived here this even- 
ing and was met at the railway station by 
@ great number of persons, including the 
members of the Provisional Government, 
army officers, and other prominent persons. 
Gen, Obaldia was also among those pres< 
ent. ; 

As Consul General Gudger alighted from 
the train a military band played “The 
Star Spangled Banner.’”’ Mr. Gudger was 
welcomed by a committee representing the 
Junta composed of Senores Arias and Es- 
priella and by Senor Brid, representing the 
Municipality of Panama. 

Sefior Arias delivered a speech in which 
he expressed the gratitude of the Republic 
of Panama for the recognition accorded it 
by President Roosevelt and also the pleas- 
ure of the Panamanians at. Mr. Gudger’s 
return. 

Consul General Gudger returned thanks 
for his reception and said that he and 
Rear Admiral Walker would call upon the 
members of the Junta officially to-morrow. 

The United States cruiser Boston has re- 
turned from her cruise-to the south, which 
was without incident. 

Ernest Lefevre has beer appointed Di- 
rector of Telegraphs. 

The Government of the new republic, 
realizing the necessity ef keeping its army 
in a contented condition, is paying its of- 
ficers and soldiers with the utmost prompt- 
ness. 

It is generally asserted that the Isth- 
mians will eventually insist upon the sep- 
aration of Church and State. Separation 
was one of the measures demanded by the 
Libera? Party in the last revolution, and 
the population of the Isthmus is largely 
Liberal. 

The question of the admission of Chinese 
is being seriously discussed by the press 
and in other quarters, the consensus of 
opinion appearing to be opposed to such 
admission. 

The Junta has invited designs for a 
Panamanian coat of arms. 

Gen. Obaldia appeared on the streets of 
Panama yesterday for the first time since 
Nov. 38, when the independence of the 
Isthmus was proglaimed. He was greeted 
cordially by friends and acquaintances. 

The growing feeling against President 
Marroquin is believed to be due to the fact 
that he did not show sufficient determina- 
tion to effect the ratification of the canal 
treaty, which would have saved _ the 
Isthmus to Colombia, and because he ap- 
pointed Gen. Obaldia Governor of the De- 
partment of Panama after Obaldia had de- 
clared that he would remain a Colombian 
if the treaty were ratified, but that other- 
wise he would only be a Panamanian. 
Gen. Obaldia was born in Chiriqui, in the 
State of Panama. 

President Marroquin’s statement as con- 
veyed in a cablegram to Gen. Plaza, Presi- 
dent of Ectiador, that Gens. Reyes, Cabal- 
leros, Ospina, and Holguin are now march- 
ing on the Isthmus to “suppress the 
Isthmian traitors’’ has set the entire pop- 
ulation of the Isthmus laughing. Pro-

The Pacific Steam Navigation Company, 
a British concern, plying between Panama 
and Buenaventura, has a clause in its con- 
tract with the Colombian Government 
which says that it must “under normal 
conditions ’’ transport Government troops. 
It can, however, be said authoritatively 
that the company will not transport Co- 
lombian troops to the Isthmus under pres- 
ent conditions, and that it has not been 
asked by the Colombian Government to do 
so, Other vessels which bring troops from 
any Colombian port for any point in the 
Republic of Panama will be prevented by 
the naval authorities from disembarking 
them in case they insist on so doing after 
warning has been, given. 

The revenues of the new republic, if 
economically administered, promise to meet 
all expenses. These revenues consist of a 
10 per cent. ad valorem duty on imports, 
slaughter house taxes, liquor licenses, and 
similar sources of income, as well the fair 
yearly sums derived from those holding a 
monopoly of the tobacco business, from the 
gambling privileges at Panama and Colon;

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MR. WILLIAMS CONGRATULATED 


He Declares the Republican Position Is 
“ Fetich Worship,” and the People 
Will Disapprove It. 








Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—John Sharp 
Williams, the new leader of the Democracy 
in the House, was kept busy to-day re- 
ceiving congratulations on the success of 
the first test of his leadership, and partic- 
ularly on the victory he had won in. his 
fight to make tariff reform the issue of the 
next Presidential campaign. 

The action of yesterday’s caucus, by 
which the Democrats were drawn into line 
for the Cuban Reciprocity bill, despite the 
protests of some and the lukewarmness of 
more, is considered a great step in the di- 
rection of uniting the party on this issue. 

Six Democrats, three from Louisiana and 
three from California, refuse to be bound 
by the action of the caucus. The other 
Louisiana men and all the Texans have sur- 
rendered. The slight defection Is counter- 
balanced by the fact that there is also a 
defection of at least’ six and possibly a 
few more votes on the Republican side. 
The Republicans, therefore, cannot throw 
at the Democrats the old taunt that they 
are a disorganized rabble and not a party. 

Mr. Williams to-day, in speaking of the 
caucus action to the correspondent of THE 
New York Times, made his first public 
declaration on the subject of the issue for 
the next campaign. 

‘I think,’ said he, “we shall fight for a 
revision of the tariff—for reductions as far 
as possible consistent with economical and 
effective governmental administration and 
consistent also with the desire not destruc- 
tively to revolutionize existing conditions 
nor to destroy honest, legitimate, and non- 
monopolistic enterprise.”’ 

Many Democrats in Congress who are 
well acquainted with Mr, Williams sup- 
posed that he was against Cuban reciproc- 
ity until the session hag actually begun. 
This was not due to anything he had said 
on the subject, but to the genera] supposi- 
tion that he stood with his friends from the 
Gulf States. 

Mr. Williams made no open declaration 
of his position, but it did not take twenty- 
four hours after he had been elected ieader 
to discover that a strong hand was quietly 
at work bringing the Democrats into line. 
His campaign was made solely on the 
ground that here was a great chance to 
knock a hole in the tariff wall. It is a 
tribute to his qualities for leadership that 
within five days, in his qivet and unob- 
strusive fashion, he had brought his party 
tu take the stand it took last night, His 
opponents all give Williams the sole credit 
for their defeat. 

“The question of the tariff,"”’ Mr. Will- 
iams said to-day, “ will enter into the next 
wares fe in and I am satisfied that an over- 
whelming majority of the American people, 
Republicans and Democrats, are dissatis- 
fied with at least this much of the present 
tariff legislation—that part of it which 
enables associatiops, combinations, trusts, 
or anybody else to shelter themselves be- 
hind a tariff wall too high to be possibly 
surmounted, and extort from the Ameri- 
can producer while selling cheaper to the 
cilizens or subjects of foreign countries. 

The Republicans in lowa came very 
near having a lucid interval when they 
promulgated the so-called Iowa idea. 

* “The present Republican position of 
maintaining tariff schedules simply be- 
cause they are upon the statute book, re- 
gardléss ‘of their wisdom or unwisdom, 
reasonableness or unreasonableness, is per- 
haps the most abcurd position that any 
great arty ever occupied. It is tariff- 
schedu e fetich worship, and the people of 
the United States, possessed of a mag- 
nificent common sense and common con- 


science, can be relied upon to see its ab- 
surdity in time.”’ 


In stating the reasons for the action of 
the caucus Mr. Williams said: 

“We believe that wheneyer ,the Bepube 

L any Yreciprocity’ bin 
which reduces duties upon all the imports 
between two countries, as this bil] does 
between Cuba and the United States, and 
contends that such a treaty will be a bene- 
tit to both countries, they have just exact- 
ly in that far indorsed Democratic tradi- 
tions and principles and purposes and dis- 
countenanced the past and present Repub- 
lican policy upon the tariff question. 

*“ We would rather, of course, have tariff 
revision by Jegislation in a conservative 
and sensible. way than to have piecemeal 
revision by treaties, first with one and | 
then with another nation. But if we can’t | 
get the Republican Party to retract all of | 
its errors, we are glad when they partially | 
retract any of them. 

“We hope that the President will take 
the initiative in causing the reconvening of 
the Joint High Commission for the purpose 
of bringing about as Jarge a volume as possi- 
ble of trade between the.United States and 
Canada, We still hold to the old time-hon- 
ered doctrine that an unnecessarily high 
tariff is an unnecessary tax upon the cori- 
sumer, whether levied here on in Cuba or 
Canada, and therefore that when by a re- 
ciprocal trade agreement we reduce an un- 
necessarily high tariff levied by the United 
States to a reasonable point we have con- 
ferred that much benefit upon the Ameri- 
can consumer by lightening his burdens.” 

There were two minority reports from 
the Ways and Means Committee, one pre- 
sented by Mr. Williams and one by Mr. 
Cooper of Texas. Cooper is still oposed to 
the whole reciprocity idea. He regards 
himself as bound by the caucus, and will 
vote for the bill, but wants to set himself 
right in a minority report for the benefit 
of his constituents. Robertson of Louisi- 
ana, the other Democratic protectionist on 
the committee, will not sign either report, 
nor will he vote for the bill. 

The protectionist Democrats count on 
only six votes against the bill. The Cali- 
fornians, Bell, Livernash, and Wynn, 
served notice in the caucus last night that 
they would not be bound by its action. All 
of these are new men, and Livernash and 
Wynn are members of the Union Labor 
Party, who were indorsed by the Democrats 
of their districts. Three more votes are 
expected from Louisiana, those of Robert- 
son, Davey, and Broussard. 

The Republican leaders expect to lose 
only the votes of Loud, Darragh, Fordney, 
and McMorran of Michigan; Hogg of Colo- 
rado and McLachlan of California. Unless 
some of the sugar men _ in either party 
change their attitude by Thursday the bill 
will go through the House with only twelve 
votes in the negative. 

The effect of the proposed action by the 
Republicans of the House to exclude 
amendments to the Reciprocity bill will be 
to prolong its consideration in the Senate. 

The purpose of the Republicans is to 
avoid making a record of a motion to re- 
peal the differential duty,on refined sugar, 
and the risk of having such a motion pre- 
vail. The Democratic vote would be al- 
most unanimous for repealing the differ- 
ential duty, and it is feared there would be 
sufficient Republican votes in the affirma- 
tive to.make the movement successful. 

Therefore, a rule~will be reported and 
passed to-morrow to prevcnt any amend- 
ment whatever, and thus the Republicans 
will be spared from facing a proposition 
to abolish the duty on refined sugar which 
it is contended is maintained for the benefit 
of the Sugar Trust. 

When the bill reaches the Senate, how- 
ever, that and other amendments will be 
offered and votes demanded, and Demo- 
eratic Senators will improve the opportu- 
nitv to assail the majority. 

The expectation of many Republicans is 
that the bill can be passed by the Senate 
before Thanksgiving Day. Senator Teller 
is one of those who will make every effort 
to defeat the bill. Referring to the predic- 
tion that it would be disposed of in the 
Senate before Nov. 25, Mr. Teller said he 
nfhered to the belief previously expressed 
by him, that the bill would go over into 
the regular Session. He could not say how 
many Senators would oppose it, but he was 
satisfied it would not be disposed of in the 
Senate until there had been full opportunity 
for debate.

FOR MISSING PRIEST 





Large Party Out from Morning Un- 
til Night Without Result. 





Detectives Run Down False Clues and 
Confess That They Have No Infor- 
mation Concerning Clergy- 
man’s Whereabouts. 


Although Capt. Michael EB. Foody and 
precinct detectives from the Wakefield 
Police Station, reinforced by men from 
Headquarters, spent all of yesterday in an 
attempt to discover a clue to the where- 
abouts of the Rev. Giuseppe Cirringione, 
the missing pastor of the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception at First Street, 
near White Plains Road, William's Bridge, 
none was found. 

Careful investigation of stories to the ef- 
fect that a cab had been seen standing in 
the vicinity of the presbytery about the 
time that the prfest left the house; that 
“Father Joseph”’ himself had been seen 
early Saturday morning on an elevated 
train at Bedford Park, and that again Sat- 
urday shortly before noon he had spoken 
with a ticket seller at the Grand Central 
Station, showed that each was unsubstan- 
tiated, 

The search which was conducted Friday 
night and Saturday through the residential 
section of William’s Bridge and Wakefield 
was yesterday extended to the dense woods 
and swamps which lie to the east of that 
portion of the city. From 8 A. M. until 5 
P. M. a roundsman and twelve policemen, 
wearing rubber boots, traversed the seldom 
traveled tangle of timber land and under- 
brush in an endeavor to obtain some sign 
of the missing clergyman, but when @ark- 
ness fel] they returned, unrewarded. 

Father Anthony Catalano, the principal 
assistant at the church, when seen late 
last night said: 

* We have to oonfess that we are further 
than ever from a solution ef the mystery. 
Yesterday we had little light; to-day we 
have none at ali,” 

Earlier in the day “ Father Anthony 
had consulted with the police concerning 
the advisability of offering a reward of 
$1,000 for information concerning the 
whereabouts of his superior, but when 
asked whether this would be done he said 
that he had decided’ that it would not, at 
least for some time. 

While the police of the Wakefield Station 


are not prepared to say definitely that they 
belieye the threatening letters shown to 
them by Father Cirringione were written 
by the priest himself. they yesterday 


turned over these documents, together with 
specimens of ‘“ Father Joseph's "’ own hand- 
writing to an expert in chirography. Their 
theory is that if excessive work and worry 
in connection with the financial condition 


| of the new parish caused the pastor to be- 


come temporary deranged, he may have 
been in this condition for some time and 
muy have written the letters while suffer- 
ing from the strain. 

They cannot explain the reluctance mani- 
fested by Father Cirringione in delivering 
the notes to help them in their investiga- 
tions, nor his refusal to mark them for 
identification in his own handwriting. 

One of the first visitors at the William's 
Bridge Station yesterday was,Mrs. Thomas 
Killis of 2,370 Davidson Avenue, who said 
that she was a close friend of the missing 
priest. She told Capt. Foody that between 
8 and 4 o'clock Saturday morning she had 
been awakened by a violent rE | and 
bell ringing at the front door of her home. 

When she learned that Father Cirringione 
was missing she had hastened to geport the 
circumstance, as she thought it to be ex- 


tremely likely that he had sought admis- 
sion. She said that she had gone to the 
door as soon as she could throw on a few 
clothes, but had found no one there. In- 
quiries in' the vicinity by the police failed 
to show that any one else had been awak- 
ened by the noise or had seen Father Cir- 
ringione in that neighborhood at that time. 

Civil Justice Roesch, another intimate 
friend of the pastor, spent all of yester- 
day conducting a personal investigation, 
but at 11 o'clock last night he said his ef- 


forts had resulted ist failure.~ All that he 
had learned was that the priest. had not 
only been under great mental strain re- 
cently, but that he had been peyeceny 
unwell, suffering from acute indigestion 
and stomach trouble. He recalled the fact 
that last Wednesday, when.the priest dined 
with the Justice, he had said that the meal 
was the first he had eaten for four days. 
James Creegan, the station master at the 


Bronx Park stationf says that he saw 
Father Cirringione early on the afternoon 
of the day that the riest disappeared, 
and remarked to him that he looked very 
troubled. He asked him what was_ the 
matter, but the priest only replied: “Tam 


in great trouble, pray for me." 

When the railroad man asked if he could 
not do something to help him, the clergy- 
man answered: “No, thank you, my son. 


Only pray for me, for you may not see 
me again.”’ 

At the masses held In the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception yesterday, Father 
Anthony Catalono dddressed the congrega- 
tions as follows: 


“There is one great favor I ask of you. 
I want you to pray to God to take away 
this great calamity which has befallen us. 
Pay no attention to the numerous rumors 
afloat, because they come from people who 
know no more about the case than you do. 
At present I have no news to give out, Still 
we hhve one consolation, We have a God 
and a Blessed Mother, therefore, let us rest 
our hopes in them. I tell you to pray forth- 
with to them, and I am sure that our be- 
loved father will return to us, sound in 
health and spirit.’’ 

The Rey. John Carr, pastor of St. Mary’s 
Church, William's Bridge, which is within 
pf couple of hundred yards of the presby- 
tery of the Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, also asked his parishioners to pray 
for the safe return of Father Cirringione,

MARINES AS FIRE FIGHTERS. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 15.—Fire 
broke out in the engine room of the plan- 
ing mill of the.

The speeches, all impromptu and short, 
were only three in number, John W. Keller 
and P. F. Murphy responding: to the call 
of the guests, and being introduced by the 
presiding officer of the Horse Show Asso- 
ciation after Mr. Fellowes’s brief address 
of welcome and felicitation at the arrival 
of the time of the show. 

Mr. Keller asked to be excused from 
speaking as he had submitted to a surgical 
operation for relief from tonsilitis only a 
few days before, and after eliciting laugh- 
ter and applause by humorous allusion to 
his illness, closed with congratulations to 
the National Horse Show Association . for 
what it had done for the horse and for the 
organization's prosperity. 


ADDRESS BY P. F. MURPHY. 


Mr. Murphy, who was the last speaker, 
said: . 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen: This is 
my first appearance at any of these gath- 
erings,. but in this great City of New 
York a man has about as much choice as 
to what may happen to him before the 
sun goes down as he had about the selec- 
tion of his name at baptism. My introduc- 
tion has been through my friend, Mr. Kel- 
ler, who has sufferéd from disappoint- 
ments, but who is getting off with ton- 
silitis. I had no expectation of being 
called on to respond for the National 
Horse Show Association of America. I am 
somewhat in the position of the parents at 
the college meeting, where the students 
were thundering against the stinginess of 
their fathers, and one of the undergrad- 
uates said, ‘Let us not forget, boys, that 
those men are our fellow-creatures.’ And 
so I would wish to claim from you the 
same protection for myself, a stranger to 
most of you, having been born in Edin- 
boro, County of Cork, England, with 
a name that is distinctly and deliciously 
Hibernian. [{Laughter.] I really can offer 
you no satisfactory reasons for’ address- 
ing you. I can say nothing, t% recommend 
me to your particular attention, except 
that I am a Caucasian and a member of 
your own sex. [Laughter.] I should be 
pleased, very pleased, indeed, to say some- 
thing in praise of the gentlemén who have 
created this National Horse Show Asso- 
ciation, but what can be said in such praise 
that has not been said before? I under- 
stand this is the nineteenth luncheon, and 
that the show is in its twentieth year. 
How muth better is every man on earth 
for the existence of this association! 

“Men throughout the country, eminent 
men in other cities, weary with .unsatis- 
factory prosperity, come to New York; for 
instance, Mr. Kockefeller.- Mr, Rockefeller, 
that young Lochinvar, comes out of the 
West, and his chief mission on earth now 
geems to be the pouring of Standard Ol! 
on the troubled vinegar of Sunday school 
problems. [Laughter.) He incidentally 
fmentions that money is not all in. life. 
| Hanughter.] But, gentlemen, many things 
can be bought with money. If money is 
mot all, it takes a man with money to find 
it out. (Laughter.] There is the other gén- 
tleman we have from across the water—Mr. 
Carnegie--the Star-Spangled Scotchman, 
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{Iaughter,] handing out libraries. What» 


u might cali a humorist in money, 

, faughter: piving omrny sums to the confu- 
of all statistics [laughter] and the 

ir of all readers of the “ Arabian 
Nights.” (Laughter.] I do not. know what 
we are going to do with the overeduca~- 


ink any’ analysis could be given for the 
National Horse Show Association, at least 
‘of its ability to carry out anything that 
‘is ‘universally approved by the multitude, 
“as this Horse Show is. It must have some 
peculiar. ability to. please and gratify the 
mind, for human nature is, after all, the 
same in all reasonable creatures, and what- 
‘ever meets with its approval will always 
be received with admiration. 


IN SYMPATHY WITH JUDGES. 
‘Now in regard to the judges of the 
Horse Show. One of. them» incidentally 
‘mentioned to. me just now..that he was 
afraid he did not ‘know enough’ about the 
‘business. Well, I then knew that that 
man ‘was wise while he was in the pursuit 


of wisdom. The man when ‘he thinks he | 


knows. it all is the man to be feared. Yet 
the judges do run up against a very hard 
proposition. There is a most ‘peculiar gath- 
ering they have to bear with, and that gath- 
ering is ‘the crowd that cheers but does not 
discriminate. “So they will have to stand 
criticism, and criticism is the art of telling 
how things should be done by people who 
cannot do them themselves. [Laughter.] 
Now, the Horse Show has extended a broad 
and liberal welcome to all the cities of the 
Wnion,. and when their children come here 
courtesy will be extended to them and they 
will feel as much at home and as much at 
ease as in that hotel in London which bears 
the placard inscribed, ‘English spoken; 
American understood.’ [Laughter.] An 
so the National Horse Show Association of 
1903 will proceed with its object calmly, un- 
disturbed by the shifts of any business, by 
the elections, or by the fumes of undigested 
securities. [Laughter.] 

“A year ago the boxes brought far more 
money than they do now; but everything 
is in line with the times; at that period 
any promoter could go out and organize a 
company and raise money. He could raise 
the capital for the erection of a mammoth 
livery stable ‘in Venice, [laughter,] and he 
could establish there a National General 
Carriage Company with international 
power, {laughter,] but now everything has 
recourse to retrospection. As the Irishman 
said, retrospection is most valuable before 
the event. [Laughter.] And a great many 
of us are in full sympathy with that gen- 
tlemen who at the close of his career said 
that he had learned the lesson that life 
is an opportunity in which to make. mis- 
takes. fhaughtes.} Administrations may 
come and administrations may go, but the 
Herse Show goes on forever. It has Re- 

ublican tendencies with Democratic lean- 
res. It gives an oppcrtunity for human 
nature to indulge in. its weaknesses. 
{Laughter.] It gives the people the priv- 
ilege of seeing and being. seen, recognizing 
the fact that if it were not for the vanities 
of human life half the world would be out 
of employment. [Laughter.] I know the 
gentlemen of the association have their 
pen sta wd extended to the judges in their 
coming bereavement. [Laughtr.] There is 
a story told, and there is nothing the mat- 
ter with it, except that it is old [laughter] 
to illustrate the fact that he who tries to 
please everybody all the time usually 
achieves the end of«having pleased no one. 

‘“‘There is nothing so beautiful in this 
life to look at as the creation of one’s own 
mind, and I suppose there is no sound so 
cheerful to'the ear as the hearing of one’s 
own -voice, but I must stop some time. In 
closing I desire to. thank the gentlemen for 
the courtesy they have extended, .and in 
responding for the National: Horse Show, 
to say that I know it,is the wish of every 
man in this room,.and of almost every one 
in'the United States, that prosperity may 
attend this whole enterprise:”’

ALLEGED ROBBER’S SUICIDE. 


Isaac Wiener, Accused of Stealing Mrs. 
Mary Golde’s Earrings, Hangs 
Himself in a Cell. 


Accused of having b¢ #en and robbed Mrs 
Mary Golde of 146 ast Seventy-eighth 
Street, Isaac Wiener c@mmitted suicide last 
evening by hanging himself in his cell at 
the East Sixty-seventh Street Police Sta- 
tion. His body was still warm when he 
was discovered and cut down by Doorman 
Jeremiah O'Connell. An ambulance sur- 
geon, however, was unable to resuscitate 
the. man. 

Wiener. was a brass finisher, and lived 
at 1,553 Lexington Avenue, where he had 
a wife, son, and three daughters. He was 
arrested yesterday afternoon on the charge 
of having badly beaten Mrs. Golde and 
stolen her diamond earrings, valued at 
$500. The police say Wiener admitted the 
assault, and showed them where he had 
secreted the diamonds. Wiener, they say, 
told them he had been playing the races 
and lost all his money. . 

The first known of the crime was when, 
shortly after noon yesterday Mrs. Golde 
managed to attract the attention of those 
living underneath her flat by pounding 
upon the floor. The neighbors found her 
lying half unconscious upon the floor, her 
white hair clotted with blood, and the lobes 
of her ears badly lacerated. She told them 
of the assault and robbery. 

The police were notified and Mrs. Golde’s 
physician was summoned. Later she Iin- 
formed Detectives Ryan, Duffy, Devlin, and 
Vandreau of the East Sixty-seventh Street 
Station that about 11:30 o'clock Wiener, 
whom she had known for several years, 
called at her flat’ and asked to see some 
rooms, explaining that his son was about 
to be married, and he wished to engage 
apartments for him. She showed him 
through the flat. 

While in the kitchen, Mrs. Golde said, 
Wiener,. getting behind her, felled her to 
th@floor with a heavy stick he carried in 
his hand. 
was suffering from 
seriously injured. 

The detectives found Wiener at his home, 
playing with his little children. He first 
denied the assault. Later he confessed, 
the police say, “and showed the officers

The police say that so far as they know 
Wiener had no police record, and that this 
was his first offense. His neighbors say he 
always had been a hard-working mechanic 
until a few months ago, when he com- 
menced to play the races.

We congratulate the country on the at-. 


titude of the Democrats in the House of 
Representatives, formally adopted and 
@eclared in caucus, as to Cuban reciproc- 
ity. It is manly, intelligent, and patriotic, 
and it gives substantial encouragement 
to the hope that we shal! have a National 
¢pposition party with which sensible men 
can work. 

The Democrats have determined to 
treat the reciprocity treaty solely with 
reference to the general question of freer 
trade. They will seek te amend the bill 
proposed by the Republicans by repealing 
the odious preferential on refined sugar 
given to the Sugar Trust, and further by 
striking out the provision that seeks to 
bind Corgress not to make any further 
reduction in duties for five years. The 
former amendment is directed against an 
outrageous piece of corrupt favoritism, 
and the latter against a silly attempt, 
which, nevertheless, might make an un- 
fortunate precedent, to hinder the free- 
dom of Congressional action. When these 
two amendments are lost, as, of course, 
“they will be under the iron rule of the 
Republican managers, the Democrats will 
support the bill as a step toward freer 
trade, at first with Cuba, and later with 
the rest of the world. 

The Democratic leader on the floor of 
the House, the Hon. JoHn SHARP WILL- 
mMs of Mississippi, has shown qualities 
of 2 high order in his treatment of this 
situation. He has avowed and has kept 
steadily in view the purpose of shaping 
the issues of the campaign of next year. 
It is a wise purpose from the standpoint 
of expediency, and it is a sound one from 
the standpoint of the Nation’s lasting in- 
terests.

TWO POINTS. 


There are two curious assumptions 
running through all the utterances of 
the Administration so far with reference 
to the precipitate and decisive action 


taken by it in aid of the Panama revolt. 


One is that by the treaty of 1846 our 
Government is bound to build a canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama and to do 


everything that from time to time may 


geem to it necessary to accomplish that 
end. Of course, it is not put in quite so 
biunt a form as that, but that is the ef- 
fect. The obligation is to maintain free 
transit across the Isthmus by any prac- 
ticable means.. The present practicable 
means is the railroad. The use of the 
railroad would be disturbed by fighting 
at the terminal cities. A revolt occurs 
in Panama, suddenly, through the agen- 
cy of men who declare their readiness to 
give our Government all it wants for the 
building of a canal. On the ground that 
the railroad must not be disturbed, the 
Colombians are warned that they will 
not be permitted to put down this insur- 
rection. Thus from an obligation there 
emerges an important and valuable set 
of privileges which our Government 
makes haste to seize. This it does with- 
out waiting for any test of the perma- 
mence or efficiency of the new Govern- 
ment, without waiting for the merest 
form of popular authorization for the 
new Government, and proceeds to re- 
ceive a Minister Plenipotentiary already 
on the spot, and armed with “ creden- 
tials” for the negotiation of a treaty. 
This treaty; moreover, involves the grav-~- 
est exercise of power on the part of Pan- 
ama, the parting with substantial sover- 
eignty, a sovereignty which the new 
Government does not even pretend to en- 
joy except provisionally. Was ever a 
duty made to yield a fatter profit, 
grabbed with more unseemly hurry? 
The second assumption found in the 
utterances of the Administration is that, 
being bound to open a canal across Cen- 
tral America from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, it is compelled to build it be- 
tween Panama and Colon, even though 
it has to resort to the recognition of in- 
surrection and to negotiate the most last- 
ing agreement with a provisional, revo- 
jutionary organization. No one could 
suspect from the statements of Mr. Hay 
sq far made that there was any alterna- 
tive. It would be inferred by any one 
confining himself to Mr. Hay’s apologia 
that it was the Panama Canal or no 
eanal at all. But any one who took the 
treuble to examine the Spooner act of 
2902, under which Mr, Har has been ex- 
y acting for the past year, would 
that there is an alternative which 
not only open to the Executive, but 
lich the Wxecutive was directed to 
when the negotiations with Colom- 
failed. Why is this ignored? Why 
the Panama Canal be built through 
co-operation of an insurrectionary, 
unauthorized Government, de-

THE FALL IN COTTON EXPORTS, 
They were interesting but not encoure 
aging figures which we reported yester- 
day morning on the decrease in cotton 
exports, and it is not strange that the 
views of the trade with reference to the 
situation should be a little confused. 
Compering the exporte for the nine 
months of the calendar year. ending 
with Beptember of this year with those 
for the corresponding period of last year, 
it seems that the decline is from $21,342,-. 
420 to $16,397,589, or $4,044,589, This is 
about 23 per cent. The decline in the 
exports to China more than accounts for 
this loss. These were for nine months 
of last year $13,596,844, and for the same 
period this year only $8,102,587, a dif- 
ference of $5,494,307, or 40 per cent. This 
is considered to be in large degree due 
to the political uncertainty and disturb- 
ance in China and especially in the north- 
ern provinces, where most of our cotton 
went, How far it is directly due to the 
actual policy of Russia it is not possible 
as yet to say, but undoubtedly the re- 
fusal of that “open door” which has 
been promised would be a fatal blow to 
the hopes of exten@ing our cotton export 
trade in that direction. Should we suffer 
that disappointment, as we are very 
likely to, we should be practically help- 
less to resist or resent it, since our Ad- 
ministration has taken so high-handed a 
position with reference to the rights of a 
Strong nation in controlling the destinies 
of a weaker one in which it happens to 
have interests. All that we could do 
would be to turn our efforts to the pro- 
motion of freer trade through reciproc- 
ity with other markets. There is a most 
promising field for such efforts in the 
countries to the south of us, as the his- 
tory of reciprocity with Brazil shows 
amply, 
_ One member of the trade who gave his 
views to our representative yesterday 
called attention to the great advantage 
that the exporters of England enjoyed in 
the markets of the East and the South 
in the existence of English banking 
houses in foreign countries. There is no 
doubt that this is a very important ad- 
vantage. It has come to England slowly 
as an outgrowth of her extended and 
varied international trade and the accu- 
mulation of capital at home seeking in- 
vestment. Prosperous trade in manufact- 
ured products, sent to all parts of the 
world, has naturally been followed by 
resolute, systematic, and successful ef- 
forts at extending banking, which is 
trade in money and in credit. Our own 
lack of enterprise in this direction has 
been due in part to our absorption in the 
trade of our own rapidly growing popu- 
lation in the widely spread portions of 
our country, and in part to our tariff 
system, which for more than half a 
century has been directed to the suppres- 
sion an:. prevention of foreign trade. 
Now that the time has come when our 
production outruns the demands of our 
home markets, and when our traders are 
seeking markets abroad, it is to be ex- 
pected that our capitalists, already high- 


ly organized for home business, will en- 


ter the foreign field. That certainly will 
follow the expansioxi of our foreign trade, 
and the need of such expansion will in 


time force the Government to reduce 


gradually the barriers that have been 
erected against commerce. 


A NOTABLE SOUTHERN DISCUSSION. 
There is & magazine published in Dur- 
ham, N. C., through the initiation of an 


organization of the young men of Trinity 
College of that place, which should be in 
the hands of every Northern man who 
wishes anything like a clear and trust- 
worthy impression of the movement of 
opinion among the educated class in the 
South, It is called Thé South Atlantic 
Quarterly, and is edited by Dr. JouN 
SPENCER Bassett of Trinity College. Its 
avowed object is “to afford better op- 
portunity in the South for the discussion 
of literary, historical, economic, and so- 
cial questions.”’ The discussion to which 
so far it has invited its readers is of a 
very high order in point of candor, dig- 
nity, care as to facts, and intellectual in- 
dependence. It is also, it may be re- 
marked-—though this was to be expected 
—of a literary excellence quite up to the 
level of like discussion either here or in 
England: 

Naturally at the present moment much 
attention is given to what is generally 
known as the “negro problem,” to the 
variety of problems, that is, ‘which the 
presence of nine millions of negroes, 
mostly in the South, offers. There are in 
the latest number of The South Atlantic 
Quarterly three articles devoted to this 
subject. One by Prof, Bassyrr is en- 
titled “Stirring Up the Fires of Race 
Antipathy "; a second, by F. C, Woop- 
WARD, is “ Getting Together on the Ne- 
gro Question’; the third is “Our Duty 
to the Negro," by Dr. JoHN CARLISLE 
Kiuezn. Practically the theme of all these 
articles is the question how the white 
and the negro, dwelling together, can se- 
cure the best development of each race, 
There is no dodging the fact of race feel- 
ing, or the basis of it. There is no con- 
cealment of the difficulties the actual 
antipathy creates, But there is a seri- 
ous, one may say an almost solemn, rec- 
ognition of the necessity and duty of 
meeting these difficulties and working 
out a just, honorable, hur.ane, and pro- 
gressive solution, which shall harm nei- 
ther race and help each as much as pos- 
sible. A few words from the article of 
Prof. Basserr will show the spirit of all: 

The only solution reserved for us is the 
adoption of these children of Africa into 
our American life. In spite of our race 
feeling, of which the writer has his share, 
they will win equality at some time. We 
eannot remove them, we cannot.kill them, 
we cannot prevent them from advancing 
in civilization, They are now very weak; 


some day they will be stronger. They are 
now ignorant and passion-wrought; some

day they will be wiber and more self-re- 
strained. I do not know just what form 
the conflict will take. * * * As long as 
one race contends for the absolute inferior- 
ity of the other the struggle will go on with 
increasing intensity. But if some day the 
spirit of conciliation shall come into the 
hearts of the superior race the struggle will 
become less strenuous. The duty of brave 
and wise men is to seek to infuse the spirit 
ef conciliation into these white leaders of 
white men. Shall they also be beasts, like 
the dull-faced black men who stand over 
against them? Is the white man not su- 
perior to the black man-—superior in mind, 
superior in opportunity, superior in obli, 
gation to do acts of charity? 
The existence of this spirit in the South 
calls for a corresponding spirit in the 
North, Happily it tends also to awak- 
en it,

IRON AND STEEL PRICES, 
The announcement that there will be 
no more reductions at present in fron or 
steel prices is interesting, but how much 
or little importance should attach to it 
as forecasting the course of the trade 
during the next few months is a matter 
of judgment. On what basis it is pro- 
posed to “stand pat,” and how this basis 
compares with that of one week, one 
month, and one year ago, is shown from 
the following table compiled from the 
market quotations of The Iron Age:

It must be admitted that there is noth- 
ing sensational in the reductions thus 
far made.in selling ‘prices. They are 
relatively greater in pig iron than in 
most manufactured products. Pig iron 
production has been shrinking rapidly of 
late, being now about 70,000 tons per 
week less than in May last. The sharp 
cut in steel billets last week was in- 
tended to discourage the “ outsiders,” 
meaning the mills not in the combination. 
It may have this effect, but whether it 
will satisfy consumers remains to be 
seen. Prices are nowhere near the level 
reached in 1896-7, when all the conditions 
for cheap production were less favorable 
than they are now. In some items they 
are still very much too high—steel rails, 
for example. These could be cut to $25 
with advantage, and some such reduction 
may be necessary to keep the mills busy 
through 1904. 

An optimistic view of the situation is 
expressed by Mr. W. L. Kina, Vice Pres- 


ident of the American Steel Works, Pitts- 
burg, as follows: 

During the last week the principal manu- 
facturers of steel and steel products have 
been in consultation concerning trade con- 
ditions, While it is a fact that there has 


been a decrease in volume of business dur-, 


ing the last few months, it is also true 
that a substantial tonnage is being booked 
at the present time, and the general opin- 
fon seems to be that the outlook is quite 
promising and improving. It was the 
unanimous opinion that the price of billets 
and bars was too high and somewhat out 
of parity. ‘Therefore the price of the 
former has been reduced to $23 per ton, 
Pittsburg, and of the latter to $1.30 base 


per 100 pounds, Pittsburg. Prices on all 
other steel commodities, however, remain 
unchanged. 


This may or may not be reassuring. 
That a somewhat different view of the 
situation is taken by the management of 
the United States Steel Corporation is 
indicated by the announcement of a gen- 
eral reduction of salaries and wages and 
a close regard for the economies all along 
the line. This is prudent in any case, 
and if prices can be sustained at or near 
their present level, net earnings on the 
present volume of business should show 
a marked recovery. 

A safe forecast of the future of prices 
would seem to be that they will continue 
weak and with a declining tendency un- 
til the level is reached at which they 
will be attractive to customers. The im- 
possibility of fixing that level is due to 
the effect of influences wholly external 
to the trade which create or destroy con- 
fidence, Those who think that the econo- 
mies effected during the past few years 
have been shared with the consumer to 
his satisfaction are probably not well in- 


formed.

THE ANTI-BOYCOTT SUITS. 

Those who are watching the progress 
of the suits begun by the American Na- 
tional Anti-Boycott Association will be 
interested in the following brief sum- 
mary of the situation ut this time. 

It will be remembered that in the 
name of D. B, Leow & Co, of Danbury, 
Conn., hat manufacturers, who had been 
seriously injured in their inter-State 
trade by a boycott against their hats, 
the American Anti-Boycott Association 
brought two suits at the same time 
against the same defendants for the 
same boycott, one in the State court and 
the other in the United States Circuit 
Court for the District of Connecticut. In 
both suits the plaintiff attached the 
same property of all the individual de- 
fendants, consisting of their bank ac- 
counta and individual holdings of real 
estate. The suit in the State court was 
based upon the ground that a boycott is 
a conspiracy at common law, and in it 
the plaintiffs asked for $100,000 dam- 
ages done to their business, and also for

an isiienasioe to restrain the further 
prosecution of the conspiracy. The suit, 
in the Federal court was based upon the. 
ground that the same acts of the de- 
fendants constituted a conspiracy in re- 
traint of inter-State trade ufider the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act, for which the 
defendants were liable to be sued in that 
court for treble damages, as provid- 
ed in that act. Property of all the de- 
fendants amounting in the aggregate to 
$175,000 was attached in both suits, 
Application was made to both courts 
to substitute bonds in place of the prop- 
erty attached, and the defendants were 
required to give bonds amounting in the 
aggregate to $180,000, which they failed 
to obtain, The defendants then pleaded 
in abatement in the State court, the 
pendency of the other action in the Fed- 
eral court, on the ground that they were 
not liable to be sued for the same acts 
at the same time in both courts, This 
plea, after elaborate argument by coun- 
sel for both sides, has been overruled by 
Judge Tuaypr of the State court, and 
the defendants are now required to face 
the case on its merits. 

This decision establishes the principle 
that the individual members of labor 
unions indulging in boycotts which inter- 
fere with the inter-State trade of their 
victims are liable to be sued and have 
their property attached to secure the 
damages claimed, in both the State and 
Federal coufts, at the same time. It 
would seem that this should open the 
eyes of the labor leaders to the folly as 
well as the wickedness of the use of a 


most un-American weapon.

FREEING PHILIPPINE TRADE. 


The bill that Senatot Longs has in- 
troduced to take off the duties on all 
imports from the Philippines, except those 
on sugar and tobacco, is a step in the 
right direction. In the present state of 
Philippine industries, which are neither 
varied nor highly developed, the burden 
of taxation is particularly heavy and 
unjust, while the difference to Ameri- 
can industries is insignificant. It is a 
pity that it was thought necessary to 
retain the duties on tobacco and sugar, 
since these are bound to be felt most 
by the traders and producers of the isl- 
ands. The least we ought to do for the | 
islands, now that we have taken them 
by a sort of double conquest, is to 
admit them to our markets ag freely as 
we do the people of the different States 
in our own Union. 

It is to be hoped that this step in the 
direction of freedom will be followed by 
the repeal of the act under which the 
trade of the Philippines with this coun- 
try and with each other is declared to 
be “coastwise trade,” and as such is 
limited to American shipping. If this 
act is not repealed or very substantially 
modified before the period when it is 
to go into effect, its influence on the 
prosperity of the islands will be most 
unfortunate. A demand exists for a 
large number of small steamers and sail- 
ing vessels for the inter-island trade 
of a sort that cannot be sent from here 
because they light to be sea- 
worthy. And in the case of all the 
trade, whether we can build ships for 
it or not, the islanders are in decency 
entitled the fullest liberty, which, 
moreover, would be the most profitable 
for our own lasting interests,

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Of intense interest, certainly, were the 
remarks made on Friday before the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment by the Rev. 
Father James B. Curry in antagonism to 
the destruction of the so- called “lung 
block’ on Cherry Hill, near his church, 
and the creation in place of it and several 
other picturesque old buildings of another 
small park. He denied that doctors ever 


had to be summoned to these cruelly 
maligned structures except as attendants 
upon the stork; declared that the stories 


about deaths from consumption were in- 
vented by a few idealists residing in palaces 


who wanted to teach the poor how to live, | 


and concluded by revealing that the park 
scheme was a mere “ grab," engineered by 
the newspapers, whose reporters, he said, 

“could be bought for any price from a 
glass of beer to a dollar.” Here, now, was 
that moderation of statement, that ac- 
curacy of observation, that tender charity 
in judging the motives of others, that 
scruplous regard for truth and justice, 
which so often characterize the arguments 
of clergymen when dealing with things 
temporal. Here was full explanation of 
the almost universal regret in civilized 
lands that, for some mysterious and most 
lamentable reason, the advice of the clergy 
is not quite so often asked and somewhat 
less frequently followed, nowadays, as and 
than was the case while the Papal States 
were illustrating the extremes of purity, 
honesty, and efficiency in every depart- 
ment-of a civil government, or while IN- 
CREASE and CoTTtcN MATHER were teaching 
Boston and Salem the ineffable beauties of 
theocratic rule and the identification of 
Church and State. Those better days, alas! 
are gone, but Father Curry gives us hope 
that they may return if only he and other 
shepherds like him—if there be any—will 
only selze every opportunity to lessen and 
edify a public that has, indeed, strayed far 
from the true path, but is eager to find and 
follow it anew. We must, however, find 
just a little fault with what Father Curry 
said about the newspapers and the re- 
porters. Millionaire idealists like Dr. 
Knopr and the members and employes of 
the Board of Health he gave exactly what 
such malignant enemies of the poor de- 
serve, but when he turned to journalism he 
was strangely mild. Why, if he had only 
applied to us for information, we could 
have told him of one paper that he or any- 
body else can buy any day for a single cent, 
and habitual purchasers of reporters would 
laugh at the very idea of giving for them 
‘‘any price from a glass of beer to a dol- 
lar.” The regular rate is six reporters, 
three copy readers, and a city editor for a 
glass of beer, and for a dollar two man- 
aging editors, one editor-in-chief, a writer 
of paragraphs, the foreman of the compos- 
ing room, and the head bookkeeper are al- 
ways expected. Father Curry's ecclesi- 
astical superiors should have their eyes on 
him as a worthy candidate for rapid promo- 
tion. 


-——Hunters for ship subsidies invariably 
make much use of thé argument, that Amer- 
fean vessels need the Government's finan- 
cial aid because nigher wages and better 
food are given on them than in the marine 
services of other nations—the direct result, 
naturally, of our superior humanity and 
generosity. A recent presentation Of that 
argument by somebody whom The Ameri- 
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can Syren suavely calla “a New. Hnibind 
negroloid who performs as bellows for an 
all-round political confidence man in the 
Federal Senate and subsists on the offal 
thrown from the White House table,” has 
moved that interesting exponent of nap- 
tical interests to intimate a mild doubt as 
to the truth of the theory that American 
ship ‘owners and operators are haloed phi- 
lanthropists whose generosity to sailors 
ascends like incense to the sky and whose 
conduct puts to shame that of their Eng- 
lish, German, Norwegian, and French com- 
petitors. “As a matter of fact,”’ declares 
this most melodious of syrens, “with a 
few exceptions, the American ship operat- 
ers have been for niore than a hundred 
years deservedly placed among the basest 
of mankind with relation to the treatment 
of their sailors. Rigged out in a political 
document for campaign use, the tables of 
wages alleged to be paid to American sail- 
ors make an imposing figure to those who 
do not know the other side of the impost- 
ure, which includes open eheating of sailor- 
men, the charging up to them of supplies 
which they never had, the sale to them of 
knockemstiff whisky at prices considerably 
higher than the rates asked for old Bur- 
gundy at the Waldorf-Astoria, and the in- 
fliction upon them of numerous tricks, ike 
that by which on approach to * fdke’ 
mutinies are worked up by the master, so 
that at the first landing the men may be 
induced to run away without their pay 
rather than linger in jail under charges 
which may he pressed against them on 
false evidence.”’ Unfortunately it cannot be 
denied that there is some basis for these 
charges. American ships do have, among 
sailors, a reputation that in the recent past, 
at least, was not wholly undeserved, for 
the cruelty of their officers, the bad qual- 
ity and inadequacy of their rations, and 
the towering prices charged for the con- 
tents of their ‘‘slop chests.’’ There has 
been an improvement in all these matters 
of late, but one still hears occasionally of 
bucko mates and of sailors who have been 
assisted into forgetfulness of wages earned. 


——Mr. JeRcME used, it seems to us, more 
energy and eloquence than was really nec- 
eysary in impressing upon the minds of 
some fellow-members of a college socicty 
the fact that the rise to political lea tership 
of Mr. CroKkeR and Mr. SULLIVAN and their 
lesser likes is not ‘‘ fortuitous."..

Now, boys do 
not make mistakes in matters of thig sort, 
and in no sense at all is there anything 
fortuitous in the relative rank they accord 
to each other.

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$117,500 FOR JEWISH HOME 


Gifts to the Hebrew Sheltering 
Guardian Society. 


President Levy, at the Annual Meeting, 
Announces Plans to Erect Cottages 
for the Care of Waifs.

Gifts amounting to $117,500 were an- 


nounced at the annual meeting of the He- 
brew Sheltering Guardian Society, held 
yesterday morning at the institution’s 
home, One Hundred and Fiftieth Street and 
Broadway. ‘The meeting was one of the 
largest and most enthusiastic held in sev- 
eral years, and in the opinion of President 
Samuel D. Levy and the members of the 
Executive Committee, marked a new era 
in the history of the institution which is 
about to build one of the finest homes for 
the care of children in the United States. 
Plans are now being prepared, and yester- 


day’s gifts, with those, already received, 
will be used as a nucleus for the building 
fund. 

In a brief address preceding the reading 
of- his annual report President Levy urged 
the importance of transforming the bar- 
rack system, as now carried on at the in- 
stiution, into a pavilion or cottage plan sys- 
tem. He expressed the hope that the day 
is not far distant when a large plot of 
ground would be purchased in the Bronx, 
and fifty or sixty cottages, each planned to 
accommodate twenty children, would be 
erected for the bringing up of orphan and 
walf children. 

He sald he would follow the example set 
by Dr. Barnado of London, whose institu- 
tion he had visited last Summer, and he de- 
clared that with the cottage plan system, 
manual and technical training could be car- 
ried on similar to the work of the Hebrew 
Technical Institute and the “Manhattan 
Trade School for Girls tn this city. 

President Levy’s report showed that of 
the 649 children cared fer during the year 
541 were from the United States, 19 from 
Austria and Hungary, 65 from Russia and 
Poland, 6 from Great Britain, 4 from Ger- 
many, and 15 from countries unascertained. 
One hundred and seventy children were 
admitted during the year and 226 were dis- 
charged. All of the children were sent 
either to public school or to kindergarten. 
Some attend the City College, the High 
School, and the Normal College. 

As far as possible, it was set forth, the 
home life is carried on in the institution— 
brothers and .isters commingling once a 
week in the various literary and social 
clubs within the walls of the institution. 
An Alumni Association composed of ex-in- 
mates has been started and’gives proof of 
great vigor. 

The President said that there was a 
dearth of books; that the library only con- 
tained 1,150 volumes, and that the children, 
being great readers, books were in great 
demand. This was a fine opportunity, he 
also said, for Andrew Carnegie to found a 
much-needed library. 

President Levy said that ijudwig B. Bern- 
stein, Ph. D., formerly professor in the De 
Witt Clinton High School of the City of 
New York, and President of the German 
Public School Teachers’ Association of the 
City of New York, was appointed in March 
last as the Superintendent, in place of Mr. 
Faverbach, who had resigned, and that 
under his supervision and the assistance 
of Miss Canter, Matron, who came from 
the Educational Alilance and who has 
a large experience with children, the 
tone of the institution had been radically 
improved and the children benefited. 

The report showed. that the Children’s 
Fund, which was opened by the late Leon- 
ard Lewisohn, amounting to $6,448.83, in- 
terest and principal, is being used to start 
children in life to excellent purpose. 

Among the numerous improvements noted 
is the establishment of a reception house 
in West One Hundred and Forty-fifth 
Street, where newly committed children 
remain until sufficient time has elapsed 
to ascertain whether they are physically 
in good health and have no contagious 
diseases. An annex building is also pro- 
vided, at One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
Street, for the special care of the babies. 

The institution has 1,200 members, but 
the President said that at least 2,000 more 
are required in order to carry on the work 


properly. 

The receipts for the past year, according 
to the report, were $89,086.02. It was neces- 
sary to borrow $25,906.62 in order to carry 
on the work. Total payments were $115,- 
013.44. The assets of the institution were 
said to be $226,427.50, which includes the 


equity in real estate. 

The President said that 99 per cent. of the 
children that have been brought up in this 
institution have turned out to be good and 
law-abiding citizens. In conclusion he 
begged the charitably disposed public to 
help the institution, not only in member- 
ship, but-in swelling the building fund. 

An address made by John H, Finlay, 
President of the College of the City of New 
York, was warmly applauded. Addresses 
also were made by Joseph E. Bloomingdale, 
President of the Hebrew Technical Insti- 
tute; Jacob H, Schiff, Isaac Wallach, Presi- 
dent of Mount Sinai Hospital; Felix M. 
Warburg, Simon Borg, Oscar 8S. Straus, 
Isidor Straus, Joseph A. Buttenwieser, Al- 
bert Lewisohn, and Frederick Lewisohn. 

These Directors were elected to serve a 
term of. three years: Frederick Lewisohn, 
Randolph Guggenheimer, Joseph L, Butten- 
wieser, Louis Siegbert, and Samuel/D. Levy. 
Robert 8S. Lansburgh was elected for a 
term of one year. 

Gifts announced were $75,000 from the 
estate of Leonard Lewisohn, upon the con- 
dition that a similar amount is raised by 
Jan. 1; Jacob H. Schiff, $10,000; Felix M. 
Warburg, $5,000; Mortimer L. Schiff, $2,500, 
and $25,000 from various donors, making a 
total of $117,500. An informal reception 
and concert by the institution band followed 
the meeting, and the building was thrown 
open for inspection. 


PLAN TO AID RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Dr. Isadore Singer Suggests How a Fund 
to Help Emigrants Could Be 
Raised In This Country. 


A meeting of the Zion Educational League 
was held. last evening at 61 Rivington 
Street to discuss the question of Jewish 
emigration from Russia. Dr. Isadore Sin- 
ger, editor of the Jewish Encyclopaedia, 
and Dr. W. E. 8. Fales were the principal 
speakers. About 200 Jews were present, and 
Albert Sonberg, President of the league, 
presided. Dr. Singer took as his subject 
“Emancipation, Emigration, or Exter- 
mination."' He said, in part: 

“There is no probability of the emanci- 
pation of the Jews in Russia under ‘the 
present political and economic condi- 
tions. Extermination is not to be consid- 
ered except from a Russian viewpoint, so 
the only remaining alternative is emigra- 
tion. The happenings at the last Basel 
Congress have eliminated political Zion- 
ism from the question. The most practical 
solution of the problem is to be found in 
an organization of all the Jews of the 
United States, whose sole purpose shall be 
to aid the Russian Jews to escape from 
their persecutors. 

“Tt is my intention to start a movement 
to ascertain whether the wealthy Jews of 
America are willing to give 2 per cent. of 


their yearly incomes to aid in this work. 


There is a ‘possibitity that an attempt 

be made to have the $45, 000,000 left by 
late Baron dé Hirsch to the Jewish Colo=: 
nization Association transferred from Lon- 
don to New York, so that the great work 
can be carried on from this city.” Ses 

As Chairman of the league’s committee 
appointed to secure more liberal immigra- 
tion laws and look after the welfare of 
the Jewish immigrants, Dr. Fales said the 
committee was considering several ques-, 
tions which would tend to a solution of the 
problem. ‘‘The most important of these,” 
he said, “‘ was the establishment of a direct 
steamship line between New York and. 
Odessa. At present the Jewish emigrants 
are compelled to pass through Russia, Gere 
‘many, or Turkey before sailing for the 
United States, and are subjected to many. 
indignities, 

‘Instead of colonizing the Zionists in 
Palestine, I believe that it would be far 
better to bring them to this country, 
Western railroads are offering great 
ducements to colonists who are willing to 
make their homes on the immense land 
grants in the Northwestern States." 


BROOKLYN MUSEUM OF ARTS. 


Loans of Pictures for the Winter at the 
Galleries Near Prospect Park. 


A notable addition of paintings has been 
made to the collections of pictures, sculpt- 
ure, Phoenician glass, and Oriental porce- 
lains and lacquers at the Museum of Fine 
Arts, near Prospect Park, in Brooklyn 
Borough. The greater part consists of can- 
vases by old masters lent by various col- 
lectors, not’ all of whom are citizens of 
Brooklyn. The largest and most remark- 
able is a Rubens, belonging to Mr, Herman 
Linde of Bridgeport, Conn. 

This canvas is a scene of Christ unveiled 
by an angel after the resurrection. The - 
draperies of Christ have been raised by a 
youthful angel, who stands behind the 
seated Saviour, and looks down on Him 
with a benignant expression. Christ is. a 
man in his full powers with brown, long 
hair and brownish curling beard, who sits 
undraped on a tomb and holds in his left 
hand a long flagstaff, the pennant itself 
showing in curving folds on the upper 
edge of the canvas, matching in its rich, 
red color the red draperies which, together 
with the white, are floating about the angel 
and over the angel’s arm. The left foot of 
Christ is planted on a skull, and the ball 
of the foot holds firmly a serpent with 
open mouth, whose tail curls in front of the 
leg and throws a distinct shadow athwart 
it. To understand this shadow one needs 
only note the flames in the right hand 
lower corner, the flames of hell, On the. 
left are two winged youthful angels rais- 
ing on high a braneh of palm and a laurel 
wreath in greeting to Christ Arisen, The 
torso and limbs of Christ are superbly 
medeled, perhaps a trifle exaggerated, with 
a suggestion of a Hercules, the foreshort- 
ened left leg being particulary noticeable 
for its solution of a difficult problem in 
drawing. In the face there is more than a 
suggestion of that of Rubens himself. 

The coloring of the ticket is rich and clear- 
ly expressed; the whole canvas breathes 
that confidence in his powers which char- 
acterize the works of Rubens, that cer- 
tainty of touch and brilliant execution 
which made him so famous. In respect to 
the religious expression there is not so much 
to be said. Here is a very worldly and tri- 
umphant Christ, a very physical and earth- 
ly Saviour, who looks kind enough and cer- 
tainly lacks nothing in energy and physical 
beauty, but one who would never suggest 
a type of self-sacrifice or be taken for 
the founder of the religion that startled 
the world at first by the altruism and self- 
effacement of its early votaries. But Rue 
bens was not the man to imagine such @ 
character, and it would be absurd to ex-« 
pect from him a type of Christ which did 
not belong to the yiew of religion that 
ruled the world in his day—at least, nog 
the world in which he moved. 

The picture was made in 1616 for Arch 
Duke Albert, who represented the Spanish 
King in the Netherlands, It is said to 
have been meant for his private chapel 
at Antwerp. For a long while it was tn @ 
private family at Cologne, and was re- 
moved to Paris by order of Napoleon with 
other works of art, returning to Cologne 
after the victory of the Allies in 1815, 
In recent years it was taken to Darm- 
stadt, where Mr. Linde bought it. Two 
years ago it was exhibited by M. Max 
Rooses at the Plantin-Moretus Museum in 
Antwerp, of which he is Director, and last 
year it was shown by the Copley Society 
in Boston. 

A small picture by Rubens in the nature 
of a preliminary sketch for a church can- 
vas is loaned by Mr. A. Augustus Healy, 
President of the Brooklyn Museum. The 
subject is similar, but the treatment and 
handling very different. 

Mr. Healy has contributed other pict- 
ures from his private collection—a Holland 
landscape, with cattle, by William Maris, 
a finely toned bit of still Hfe; “‘ Kitchen In- 
terior’’ by Vollon, an early shore scene 
by Troyon, and a shadowy peasant interior, 
with old woman, ‘“ Pussy’s Meal,” by 
Josef Israels. “The Filagelation,” a 
small half-nude, by Bugene Delacroix, is 
not unsuggestive of Rubens in the pow- 
erful muscular development the French 
painter has given to the back of the figure, 
which in all probability is meant to rep- 
resent Christ tortured, 

A number of old pictures are loaned by 
Mr. Francis Gottsberger belonging to vari- 
ous Italian schools of the seventeenth 
century and perhaps to the Flemish also; 
thef are for the most part unidentified as 
to their makers, but present charming tones 
and sometimes interesting compositions, 
Old Italian and Flemish pictures are also 
contributed by Mr. H, M. Wiltse, such asa 
copy of St. Cecilia after Domenichino, of 
St. Agnes after Andrea del Sarto, and of 
the Duke of Urbino after Raphael, which 
appears in the celebrated ‘‘ School of Ath- 
ens’ in the Vatican. Mrs. Margaret Tyler 
lends an interior of a library. by William 
Verplanck Birney, called ‘“‘ Looking Over 
Old MSS., and a “ Mussel Gatherer” by 
Pierre Billet, showing a stalwart Breton 
woman. Another Billet, ‘‘ Return from the 
Market,” two peasant women with packs 
on their shoulders tramping through the 
snow, is loaned by Mr. Willlam 8. Hughes, 
together with a French military figure, 
“ The Skirmisher,”’ by Grolleron. The Bil- 
lets are excellent in tones and color values, 
though the snowy landscape in “ Return 
from the Market” is a trifle too yellow. 
Other loans are from Col. Henry T. Chap- 
man. The Museum is fortunate In having 
connected with it as officers or patrons a 
good many citizens of Brooklyn who are 
collectors of art works. 

From the collection of Mr. Charles A. 
Sehieren, former Mayor of Brooklyn, come 
nine modern pictures, including “ The Dela. 
ware Valley’ by George Innes, “ An Octo. 
ber Landscape” by Francis Murphy, “ Tak- 
ing Comfort,” a figure piece by J. G. 
Brown, and ‘“‘ Hudson River Above West 
Point” by Sanford R. Gifford, A nicely 
wrought interior with figure by Stelaner of 
Munich is “ Luther Playing the Lute,” and 
a sparkling Httle townscape with canal] is 
“View. of Haarlem,”’ by Klinkenburg. An 
unusual picture by George Innes, loaned by 
Mr. Frederick B. Pratt, is called “ The Val- 
ley of the Shadow of Death,” a canvas re- 
calling the allegorical scenes of Thomas 
Cole. In the murky rolling clouds appears 
a gap of dull blue, against which a con- 
stellation of stars appears in the form of a 
cross, Below, to the right, fs a figure clad 
in white, which shines against the dark 
background of valley and hills, the anly 
bright spot in a broad canvas full of dusky — 
clouds and crags. This appears to be - 
anti work of the master, 
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Chosen Journalists Only

LONDON, Sov. 16.—As, says the Sofia 
eorrespondent of The Times, the rigorous 
exclusion of foreign newspaper corre- 
spondents from the interior of Macedonia 
appeared to defeat its own object, the 
Porte recently resolved to allow care- 
fully choeen journalists, whose loyal sen- 
timents were beyond suspicion, to visit 
gpecially selected districts accompanied 
by a “ guard of honor.” 

The journalists were shown happy 
peasants working peacefully in the 
fields, and were even allowed to con- 
Werse with representatives of the con- 
tented native population as they passed 
through smiling villages redolent of rural 
prosperity and repose. 

The result of this enlightened conces- 
sion to inquisitiveness has been the pub- 
lication in certain journals of optimistic 
reports of peace and plenty in Macedonia 
ani of the trifling nature of the insur- 
rection, with the announcement that the 
Sultan daily telegraphed ordaining mer- 
¢iful treatment of the “idiotic” insur- 
gents. 

The Times's correspondent says it 
would be a pity to mar this idyllic pict- 
Ure, but it is an established fact that not 
5,000, but about 25,000, refugees are now 
in Bulgaria. Attempts to minimize the 
mumber may tend to check the flow of 
charity and increase the sufferings of the 
unfortunates. 

A detachment of troops and Bashi Ba- 
gouks under Osman Pasha, adds the 
correspondent, recently arrived at the 
Village of Pirin. The principal villagers 
Went out to offer a welcome. Two of 
them were killed. The Turks then occu- 
pied the village, killing thirteen and 
wounding four of the inhabitants. The 
village was plundered, 600 cattle were 
driven off, and 26 houses were burned. 
The village priest, it is stated, was tor- 
tured and then murdered. 

‘Groups of chained peasants from the 
Kirk-Kilisse district arrive at Adrianople 
almost daily. 


SOFIA WELCOMES SARAFOF. 


(Thousands of People Acclaim Him— 
Only Eight of His Band of 
Sixty Survive. 


SOFIA, Noy. 15.—Boris Sarafof arrived 
here last night, and was received at the 
Tailway station by thousands of persons, 
who brought laurel wreaths and flowers 
@nd acclaimed Sarafof as a national hero. 

The Macedonian leader presented a pict- 
uresque appearance. His beard was un- 

mpt,. his hair hung in locks, and his 
Zeatures were weather-beaten. After the 
delivering of patriotic speeches a procession 
‘was formed and Sarafof was borne on the 
shoulders of his admirers to the house of 
his parents. On the way Sarafof halted in 
front of the. cathedral and thanking the 


crowd for its reception, declaring that the 
revolutionists were not only unconquered, 
but that their work was just nning. 

. Sarafof spent nine months in Macedon'a. 
Wis life was one of constant peril, and lie 
slept mostly in the open air. He went to 
Monastir with a band of sixty, of whom 
only eight survive. He declines to discuss 
his future plans, but neither he nor the 
other leaders appear to concern themselves 
with the proposed reform scheme, as the 
desperate condition of the refugees is add- 
ing new fuel to the insurgent movement, 
‘which is expected to be revived on a larger 
scale in the Spring.

“A person guilty of this act has never 
been discovered. This is due to the fact 
that th: officers hope to he able them- 
Selves to find out the culprit, and there- 
fore only inform the gendarmes when it 
is tog late. The soldiers do not always 
promptiy surrender the proclamations 
they have found, while the officers de- 
stroy them 80 as not to compromise their 
regiments.” 

After suggesting the placing of agents 
at the doors of barracks, the document 
says it is desirable to establish a survell- 
lance of the homes of Jewish soldiers 
and all their connections, adding: 

“Tt hag been practically demonstrated 
that these soldiers entertain relations 
with the Jews in the towns where they 
are quartered, among whom are many | 
revolutionists, 

“From Kieff it is reported that the 
soldiers of the garrison announced their 
readiness to rebel if the officers would 
lead, protesting that they were friends, 
not enemies, of the working classes.”

ITALIAN KING’S JOURNEY. 


Great Interest in His Visit to England 
Manifested in Italy — Traveling 
Through France Incognito.

LONDON, Nov. 16.,—There are, says 
the Rome correspondent of The Times, 
abundant evidences of the sympathy and 
interest with which King Victor Bmman- 
uel’s visit to England is regarded in 
Italy. The Nuova Antologia points out 
that Great Britain is the only nation 
from which Italy has received nothing 
but benefits, adding: 

“English friendship*is the only one 
which has never presented us with an 


account for services rendered, never 
asked any payment, material or moral.” 
The Nuova Antologia- proceeds to di- 
late on King Edward's eloquent confirm- 
ation of the harmony between the two 
countries ‘“‘ when he visited our King at 
Rome with the simplicity which marks a 
grand seigneur, but which does not be- 
long to all monarchs, and which con- 
quered the hearts of the Italians.”

The entire 
railway line is guarded by troops. 

A British squadron has arrived at Cher- 
bourg in readiness to escort the royal vis- 
itors to England. 

The notification that their Majesties de- 
sired to preserve a_ strict incognito has 
necessitated changes in the programme ar- 
ranged for their reception at Cherbourg, 
and no honors will be rendered to them 
until after their embarkation. 

There has been a cordial interchange of 
civilities and hospitalities between the of- 
ficers of the British squadron of escort and 
the French officials at Cherbourg. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The Italian colony 
here is greatly disappointed at the aban- 
donment by King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Helena of their projected visit to 
the Italian Hospital in London, on the ad- 
vice of the police, because in the narrow 
and tortuous streets of the. Italian quar- 
ter it would be impossible to provitle ade- 
quate police and military protection to the 
royal party. 

Moreover, there has been an influx here 
recently of suspicious persons, who are 
being watched closely by both English and 
Italian detectives.

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NEW LOOP SYSTEM 


it Was Tested Yesterday and Pro- 
nounced a Success. 


Policemen, Inspectors, and Conductors 
Had a Hard Time of It Answering 
Questions-- How the 

Plan Works, 


The new system of four additional trolley 
loops arranged to relieve the congestion on 
the Breoklyn Bridge went into effect yes- 
terday, and with it originated some millions 
of questions by bewildered passengers, who 
were unable to locate the cars they want- 
ed. All day long the twelve extra police- 
men, the additional Inspectors, and the 
conductors battled with the army of ques- 
tioners, and long before the time of their 
wateh had gone they were longing for its 
finish. 

The four new loops were opened for use 
at 5 o'clock yesterday morning, and from 
that very moment the questions began, 
They came not only from those going to 
Brooklyn, but ag well from the people who 
were arriving. Seeing one-half of the cars 
turn into the loops near the Rose and Gold 
Street sides, they wondered what it all 
meant, and immediately ran up to the near- 
est unfortunate car Inspector or policeman 
and poured out a mouthful of queries 
about the new system. 

After the Inspector on Track No. 6 had 
recovered from the effects of having timed 
four arriving cars, started off five more, 
and answered between stops some thirty- 
seven anxious passengers, a woman came 
up to him and began: 

** See they've got a new idea here.” 

“Yes,” gaid the Inspector, hurriedly 
dodging. ? 

* Think it'll work?” 

“ Yes'm.” 

* Well, how does it work?”’ 

“Why, one-half of the cars go on the 
old tracks and the rest come here,"’ 

“Oh, I see,” thoughtfully. “It may 
work, but I doubt it. Now, suppose I 
wanted to go to Brownsville—I live there, 
you know—by way of Court Street-—I’ve got 
a friend there—and then to Flatbush Ave- 
nue, near Prospect Park. What car ought 
I to take? This new system confuses me 
so! By the way, I'd like to get a transfer 
at Bergen Avenue."” The woman perhaps 
would still be talking, but the Inspector 
had filed. 

In order to obviate this constant ques- 
tioning large signs have been put up indi- 
cating the destination of the cars which 
pull up on the various tracks. There is a 
general directory at the bridge entrance, 
and then a separate one over each track, 
which are numbered from the entrance. 

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit and the 
Coney Island and Brooklyn Railroad have 
not,divided the tracks, but the cars of each 
run on the loops trrespective of the rail- 
road. Loop No. 1 takes care of the cars 
destined for Fulton Street and Putnam 
Avenue; Track No. 2 for Flatbush Avenue 
and Gates Avenue; Track No. 8 for Seventh 
Avenue and De Kalb Avenue; Track No, 4 
for Park Avenue and Myrtle Avenue; 
Track No, 5 for Vanderbilt Avenue and 
Third Avenue; Track No. 6 for Court Street 
and Smith Street; Track No. 7 for Bergen 
Street. and Ralph and Myrtle Avenues, and 
Track No. 8 for Graham Avenue, Flushing 
Avenue, and Douglass Street. 

It will be seen from the above arrange- 
ment that the linea have been so grouped 
that they serve residents of practically the 
same territory in Brooklyn, and thus peo- 
ple who are waiting for one line will not 
have to stand in the way of others whose 
car’ comes in first, as has been the case 
when only four loops have been in opera- 
tion, On week days no more than two lines 
wilt use one track, and on Sundays only 
one loop, and that the furthest up the in- 
cline, has three lines on it. 

The new loops are placed about 150 feet 
up. the incline beyond the old tracks at the 
bridge entrance. Each loop has about 
twice as much space to separate it from 
the other loops as the old ones, and so 
gives the crowd coming off cars a better 
chance to escape being run over. To avoid 
accidents as much as possible, as the cars 
come in from Brooklyn, they are stopped at 
the north side of the bridge to let the pas- 
sengers get off, and then the empty car is 
moved across to the south side, where a 
new load is taken on. 

By these four extra loops many more 
passengers can be accommodated during 
the rush hours, but because the number of 
loops has been doubled it does, not mean 
that the number of people earried will also 
be doubled. The reason for this is that 
under the old system 280 cars@n hour could 
pass, while now about 380 will be able to 
come in and go out. As crowded-cars carry 
about 85 people, some 85,000 persons can 
now pass over the bridge each hour. 

While yesterday's test did not intlude the 
evening rush that occurs on week days, 
Superintendent Reeves of the bridge divis- 
fon of the Brooklyn Heights Railroad said 
that the new system had proved itself sat- 
isfactory, and he believed it would do much 
toward relieving the evening crush. The 
only objection brought out against the new 
system is that people who have to pass the 
first set of loops at the bridge entrance to 
reach the new set will run some danger. 

This new plan is one of the several which 
were suggested two years ago, when Mayor 
Low attempted to remedy the congestion 
and appointed a commission to solve the 
problem, consisting of Bridge Commissioner 
Lindenthal, George B. Post, representing 
the Manufacturers’ Association of Brook- 
lyn, and William Barclay Parsons, repre- 
senting the Rapid Transit Commission. 
They agreed on this plan, and the work 
was begun about four months ago. 


GEN. WOOD’S REJECTION 
WOULD CAUSE TROUBLE. 


He and a Number of Other Officers 
Practically Would Be Out of 
the Army. 


Speeial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The rejection 
of the nomination of Leonard Wood to be 
Major General would result in a complica- 
tion which would be very embarrassing to 
the War Department’ and would make a 
largo number of officers whose promo- 
tions were consequent upon that of Wood 
decidedly uncomfortable, When Gen. 
Wood was advanced from the grade of 
Brigadier General to that of Major Gen- 
eral ten Colonels were promoted to Briga- 
dier General, vice /Wood, and retired. In 
like manner, as many Lieutenant Colonels 
were advanced to the grade of Colonel, and 
the promotions followed in every grade, in- 
cluding that of Second Lieutenant. The 
programme having been completed in this 
particular, Col. Barry of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral's Department was promoted to be 
Brigadier General permanently, and is now 
exercising the duties of that grade under 
regular assignment. 

The promotions alluded to having been 
made on the assumption that the Senate 
would confirm Gen. Wood, the rejection of 
his nomination would affect all the offi- 
cers advanced in consequence, and prac- 
tically leave Gen. Wood and them out of 
the army. The ten Colonels who were 
promoted, vice Gen, Wood, vacated their 
commissions as Colonels upon being ad- 
vaneed to the grade of Brigadier General, 
and upon their owa request, and in ac- 
cordance with a previous arrangement, 
were placed on the retired list. Gen. Wood 


also vacated his commission as Brigadier 
Genéral upon being appointed Major Gen- 
eral, 

The failure of the’ Senate, therefore, to 
confirm Wood in the grade of Major Gen- 
eral would leave him, as well as the others 
who were promoted, vice Wood, out of the 
army. In that event it would be necessary 
for the President to reappoint all the offi- 
cers affected, and this would raise a ques- 
tion as to the legality of such action, as 
the statutes prescribe the manner-of mak- 
ing original appointments to the army. 

The situation is a very interesting one, 
and especially to the numerous officers 
whose status would be affected by ad- 
verse action by the Senate. The failure to 
confirm at the extra session would, it is 
belieyed, have the effect of raising doubts 
as to the Jegal status of the officers imme- 
diately concerned, as the temporary com- 
missions issued by the President are good 
only during the ‘next session of the Sen- 
ate," and, as in the case of civil officers, 
reappointments are necessary if the Sen- 
ate fails to act at its ‘‘next” or extra 
session. 

The fact that the failure to confirm Gen. 
Wood would result in so many complica- 
tions and jeopardize so many veteran offi- 
cera is likely ta haye considerable influ- 
ence in securing affirmative action on. his 
case before the termination of the extra 


OLD SUNDAY SCHOOL BANNER.

Government Yellow Fever Expert Dan< 
gerously Hurt in a Runaway Acci- 
dent at Laredo, Texas.

LAREDO, Texas, Nov, 15.--Dr. R, D, 
Murray, the Senior Surgeon of the United 
States Marine Hospital Service, was sert- 
ously injured here to-day as the result of 
a runaway accident.

There was plenty of high-class sport on 
the Harlem: River Speedway yesterday 
Morning when the cream of New York 
City’s trotting and pacing stock, including 
the world’s champion trotter, Lou Dillon, 
1:58%, turned out ready and anxious to win 
new honors. 

Thrilling finishes came thick and fast, 
@nd several were so close that each driver 
Was positive that victory had perched on 
his banner. This was the result of a heat 
between Cobwebs, 2:12, the ex-trotting king 
of the Speedway, driven by Nathan Straus, 
and Kingwood, 2:17, driven by George Cole- 
man. In a second heat Cobwebs nosed out 
a winner in the last few strides. 

Lou Dillon, hooked to the white cart in 
which she was driven for her record mile, 
received an enthusiastic ovation from the 
crowd of spectators as she was jogged down 
the stretch. No attempt was made to start 
her, and after a half-hour’s exercise she 
Was sent back to the barn. 

Her owner, C. K. G. Billings, will drive 
her against time over the lower stretch of 
the Speedway to-morrow in an effort to 
beat the hait-mile which she covered last 
Wednesday in the upper stretch of thy 
Speedway in 0:58%. One of the quarters 
of this half was stepped in 0:25%, but Mr. 
Billings believes he can clip this. 

The race of the morning was between 
the three contestants for the trotting 
championship of the Speedway—Swilt, 
2:07, driven by John F. Cockerill; Ida 
Highwood, driven by_E. E. Smathers, and 
King Chimes, 2:10%, owned by W. C. Floyd 
Jones, and driven by Trainer Robert Davis. 
All three trotters were in prime condition, 
while the footing seemed to suit them to 

rfection. After scoring several times 
they were finally sent away head and head. 

Ida Highwood ied to the first quarter post, 
Where her opponents closed in on either 
side of her, and carried her to a break as 
the stretch was entered that spoiled her 
chances of winning. Both Swift and King 
Chimes began the final drive under the 
whip, and it was either trotter’s heat until 
-the last half dozen strides, when Swift 
made one of the finishing sprints that have 
won for him dozens of races, and passed 
the post a winner by a head.

IN THE FOOTBALL WORLD 


Princeton’s Claim to the Cham- 
pionship of the Year. 


The Yale Eleven Expected to Win Over 
Harvard in the Game at. Cam- 
bridge on Saturday. 


Princeton's football eleven ranks almost 
as the undisputed football champion of the 
Eastern colleges by reason of her splendid, 
if somewhat lucky, victory over Yale on 
Saturday. True it is that Yale and Har- 
vard have still their game to play, but Har- 
vard’s form all season, culminating in a 
defeat by Dartmouth, gives little basis for 
a belief that the Crimson has any chance 
to come out victoriously with Yale. This 
being true, Princeton can possibly have no 
rival claimant for the title of intercollegiate 
football champion. This is a big honor for 
Princeton, and one that she has not enjoyed 
for years. 

The football games of Saturday. were in 
their results considerably surprising in 
many instances, chief of which. was, of 
course, the Tigers’ victory. over Bli. Those 
who had watched both teams in their work 
this season were confident that Princeton 
had no chance to withstand Yale’s fierce 
attack and heavy, stalwart line. This al- 
most unanimous belief was well reflected 
in the betting of 2 to 1 on the Blue. Under 
these circumstances, therefore, Nassau's 
victory is all the more creditable. At the 
same time, however, it must not be forgot- 
ten that the element of luck played no small 
part in the reverse of Yale. 

This is not offered as an excuse, how- 
ever, for luck and. chance are as much a 
part of the gridiron game as anything else. 
Still Yale’s showing was by no means dis- 
heartening, and was of better form ti.cn 
the score indicated. Several times when 
Yale was in striking distance of Prince- 
ton’s goal line, there was a fumble or hold- 
ing in the line, and the opportunity was 
gone. Princeton, on the contrary, did no 
such rushing with the ball as did Yaic. 
The long run and the goal from placement, 
both by De Witt, were very creditable per- 
formances, and it ts just that De Witt 
should hve in Princeton's football annais 
as one of her greatest gridiron heroes. At 
the same time, however, scores of this kind 
did not show the powerful or able attack 
that Yale brought into play, and there may 
be some small measure of consolation ‘n 
this for Yale's supporters. 


PRINCETON’S CLEAN SCORE. 


Looking back over the season now, 
Princeton has the cleanest slate of any of 
the Eastern elevens. Not a defeat is re- 
corded against her, and the only time she 
has been scored against was when Yale 
crossed her goal line on Saturday—an en- 
viable and unusual record, surely. 

As regards Yale’s chances against Har- 
vard, it appears that, in spite of Saturday's 
reverse, she has an excellent chance of win- 
ning from Harvard—that is, unless in the 
course of developments it should appear 
that some of. Yale's. best players were in- 
capacitated as a result of their hard con- 
test with the Orange and Black. Yale will 
doubtless, too, play a better game than 
she did against Princeton. That luxurious 
overconfidence has vanished, and will be 
replaced by a grim desperation to re- 
trieve, at least partially, lost laurels. by 
winning from the Crimson. And unless 
the very unexpected happens it seems rea- 
sonable that Yale, defeated only by Prince- 
ton, should not find great difficulty in 
beating Harvard, which has aiready gone 
down before Amherst and Dartmouth. 

Yale outplayed Princeton ‘generally Sat- 
urday until the last ten minutes of play, 
when the injuries of the Eli players began 
to tell, but the Tigers’s close watchfulness 
and ability to grasp opportunities gave 
them the game, which the Princeton team 
finished in better condition than did the 
bigger and heavier Yale players. Yale's 
defeat was put down to one important 
thing—the fact that the men were in poorer 
physical condition than had been expected. 
Ever since the West Point game Yale has 
fallen off in shape. Hogan, Bloomer, Rock- 
well, and Metcalf went in to the Princeton 
game cripples, who had not played for ten 
days at Yale Field, except in signal scrim- 
mages. Hogan was badly wrenched when 
he made his touch-down, and pulled three 
Princeton men with him over the goal line. 
Rockwell was at the same time kicked in 
the head, an injury froin which he did not 
recover during the game. and in the second 
half Shevlin was so injured that his play 
became powerless fc: the rest of the game. 
From the opennt of the second half Yale 
seemed to fall off in condition and wasguilty 
of numerous stupid plays, while the fight- 
ing spirit usual tO a Yale team seemed to 
have departed. A good deal of complaint 
was heard about the campus yesterday that 
Yale had not played the hard season that 
Princeton had ainst strong opponents, 
and that the "sic and injured. men had 
been rushed too fast in the last two weeks 
of secret practice. This latter criticism of 
the coaches comes from’ a member of the 
defeated team. 

But those are the excuses. Yale men 
frankly admitted that Princeton was en- 
ti'led to the victory because of the Yale 
misplays. It was Rockwell's hic ass and 
Mitchell's juggling of the ball, and failure 
to fall on it that gave De Witt his chance 
for his sensational run of the first half 
that tied the score 6 to 6, and it was Met- 
calf’s fumble at the close of the game that 
allowed De Witt to drive the Yale punter 
behind his own goal line to kick out, when 
Vetterlein’s splendid judgment gave Prince- 
ton their place kick opportunity. De Witt's 
playing was a revelation in football to 
Yale men. He was a team in himself, and 
outclassed every other man 6n the field. 

The Yale ends broke about even with 
Princeton, getting perhaps the better of 
the slight bargain by holding the Tiger 
run hack of punts down to 4, while Yale 
men ran back twice that many times, Raf- 
ferty was the particular star in the end 
play. Roraback at Yale centre, played a re- 
markably strong game, as did Batchelder 
and Kinney. Hogan was a tower of strength 
against Cooney, but his injury kept his 
play down to a low level. Bloomer was out- 
classed by Dion in the second half. Rock- 
well’s work was a distinct disappointment 
to Yale. He passed poorly, dropped the ball 
several times, and used. poor judgment. 

Columbia wound up her season in. nice 
style by defeating Cornell at Ithaca, and 
there ,is every reason for Columbia men to 
congratulate themselves on the = excellent 
work of their eleven this year. The eleven 
gained three good victories over. Amherst, 
Permmsylvania, and Cornell. Amherst and 
Pennsylvania defeated the Blue and While 
decisively last season, and Cornell tri- 
umphed heavily when the two elevens last 
met, Columbia played good, consistent foot- 
ball on Saturday, and except for a few 
minutes cleanly oeren Cornell. Colum- 
bia men who saw the game smiled yester- 
day at the reports from Ithaca that Co- 
lumbia’s luck had much to do with the 
Morningside team’s success. Columbia stu- 
dents point out that when a ball is punted 
out from behind the goal line and: goes only 
five yards, and the opposing team then 
carries it over for a touch-down, there is 
not much question of luck about the situa- 
tion. And that is what happened on Satur- 
day. There was much expression of satis- 
faction among Columbia men yesterday 
that Capt. Smith, who all season has 
worked most type it and successfully for 
the eleven, was sufficiently well to play at 
least part of what was his final game for 
the Blue and White. Great credit is also 
given to Coach Morley for his able work in 
so successfully developing a first-class Co- 
lumbia eleven. 

Cornell meets Pennsylvania at. Philadel- 
phia on Thanksgiving Day, and it should be 
a hard battle, with the chances equally 
divided.

The bond market has lost’ much of its 
strength, as the money market has re- 
sponded to the usual crop-moving de- 
mands; but the tone remains superior to 
the stock market's. Of fifty-eight bonds 
which moved a point or more twenty- 
five advanced. Steel 5 per cents led the 
list in activity, 4,934 being sold with 
a toss of 4%. The next most active bonds, 
Wabash Bs and Union Pacific convert- 
fbles, were as nearly as possible un- 
changed, the latter gaining a single 
eighth. Experts look to see this de- 
partment recover its vim when money 
begins to accumulate after the crop- 
mioving demand is over.

THE MANCHESTER MARKET. 

MANCHESTER, Nov. 15.—The fluctugq- 
tions in cotton made transactions in the 
cloth market exceedingly difficult during 
the past week. Reports regarding the turn- 
over vary considerably, but as a rule the 
prices demanded could not be obtained. 
There was no lack of inquiry for India. 
There were occasional important transac- 
tivns, but improved offers were for the 
most part inadequate with cotton at the 


present level. The China trade was quieter, 
with an indisposition to pay the enhanced 
prices, though there were some good offers. 

Panama promises well as a minor outlet, 
the recent events on the Isthmus apprecia- 
bly stimulating the inquiry, though it is 
feared that there may be a corresponding 
falling off in the Columbian trade. 

Yarns were strong, with more inquiry, 
but the high prices checked business.

EASTER NOVELTIES ALREADY. 


Left-Over Articles on Show for Buyers 
Who Supply Far-Off Rural 
Districts, 


With the holiday seaSon a long way 
ghead, and Christmas to be survived, it 
seem curious to see signs advertising ‘‘ Eas- 
ter novelties ” in the Broadway shop win- 
dows of the wholesale district. A few 
left-over Easter articles from last year 
are:placed with the signs, not for sale, but 
as a guarantee of good faith. To see in 
advance what will be offered for sale next 
Baster one must go into the sample rooms. 

There, jealously guarded, for fear some 
American manufacturer will commit grand 
larceny with foreign ideas, are the usual 
Baster emblems of rabbits, half-hatched 
chickens, eggs in colors, and cards with 
-all sorts of emblems and devices appro- 
priate to the season. The few houses that 
display these samples deal almost exclus- 
ively with foreign firms. The bulk of the 
cheaper grades of Easter goods are made 
in Germany. The samples are sent here in 
October, so that Fall buyers from all parts 
of the United States can make their selec- 
tions and go home without worrying any 
more about their Easter stock. 

The output of the foreign factories, so 
far as their American trade for next Easter 
is concerned, depends largely on the ad- 
Vance orders sent from this city between 
mow and the first of the year. The foreign 
supply of Easter novelties varies from year 
to year, but importers say that it is in- 
creasing all the time. American manu- 
facturers of the same class of goods will 
not begin work until after the holidays. 
Then, as one importer put it, “ they are 
in a position to know what the other fel- 
lows have done and to produce a much 
finer, if higher priced, article.” 

An abundance of left-over stock from 
last Easter is being sold now to buyers 
from towns that supply rural cases. where 
novelty is not so much a consideration as 
cheapness. Chickens, rabbits, and other 
emblems that made a fine show in the big 
stores of New York last Baster will be 
just as much admired next Easter in the 
shop windows of towns in North and South 
Dakota, Oklahoma, Montana, and other 
Sections in the Far West. 


WANT THE PLIMSOLL MARK. 


Masters’ and Pilots’ Association Seeking 
Legislation by Congress. 


A bill to compel the use of the Plimsoll 
mark by American shipping has been pre- 
pared by the American Association of 
Masters and Pilots, and will be introduced 
at the next session of Congress. The es- 
sential parts of the bill are as follows: 

Section 1.—-That the owner of every American 
steam vessel proceeding to sea from a port on 
the Atlartic or Pacific Coast or about to un- 
dertake a voyage upon one of the Great Lakes 
(except vessels under —— tons register, vessels 
employed solely in fishing, and pleasure yachts) 
shall within —— days after the enactment hereof, 
mark upon each of the sides of said vessel, 
amidships, or as near thereto as is practicable, in 
white or yellow, on a dark ground, or in black 
on @ light ground, a circular disk, twelve inches 
in diameter, with a horizontal line eighteen 
inches in length drawn through its centre. 

Section 2.—The centre of this disk shall be 
placed at such a level as may be approved by 
the local Board of Inspectors for the district, 
and shall indicate the maximum load line to 
which it shall be lawful to load the vessel. 

The association has also prepared bills 
providing for an appeal from decisions of 
the Supervising Inspectors of Steam Ves- 
sels prohibiting dumping of rubbish in 
New York Harbor, prohibiting the use of 
long towing lines in New York Harbor, 
and extending the operation of the lien 
for mariners’.wages law to claims by mas- 
ters of vessels. 


GERMAN BANKS COMBINE. 


Community of Interests Between the 
Dresdner Bank and the Schaffhausen 
Bankverein Arranged. 


BERLIN, Noy. 15.—The Dresdner Bank 
and the Schaffhausén Bankverein have ar- 
ranged a community of interests, the agree- 
ment to continue for thirty years, begin- 
ning next January. Both banks will be 
operated separately, but the earnings will 
be pooled and divided in proportion to the 
capital and reserve fund of each. 

According to a published statement, the 
combination amounts approximately to 
fusion and the securing of all the advan- 
tages thereof, while avoiding its disadvan- 


tages. ‘Each bank agrees to elect two Di- 
rectors and three members of the Board of 
Overseers of the other bank, thus securing 
the mutual direction of the institutions. 

The capital of the Dresdner Bank is $32,- 
500,000, while that of the Schaffhausen 
Bankverein is $25,000,000. The reserve 
funds of the’ two banks amount to $13,- 
500,000. Their union is the strongest aggre- 
gation of banking capital in the world, with 
the exception of the Bank of England. 


The German financial world was com- | 


pletely surprised by the announcement of 
the combination, not the slightest intima- 
tion of which had leaked out until the news 
was published in to-day’s newspapers. 
There has been a vague suspicion, however, 
that some large financial operations were 
forthcoming, owing to active buying of the 
stocks of both banks, which operators on 
the market were unable to explain.

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COTTON EXPORTS INCREASE. 


The Average Daily Value of Consign- 
ments Sent Abroad in October 
Was $2,000,000. ‘ 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The cotton ex- 
ported from the United States during the 
month of October. averaged in value $2,- 
000,000 a day. The preliminary statement 
issued by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor through its Bureau of Statistics 
shows the total value of cotton: exported 
in October to have been $60,283,412, as 
against $42,000,000 in October, 1902. The 
total quantity exported in October, 1903, 
as shown by this preliminary statement, 
was 594,540,872 pounds, being an average 
price of 10.1 cents per pound. 

This figure of $60,000,000 receipts for cot- 
ton in a single month is not equaled in the 
history of cotton exports except ‘in the 
month of October, 1900, when. the total 
value of cotton exported was $60,474,437. 
Even the figures of $60,283,412 for the 
month of October, 1908, are’ subject to a 
slight prospective increase, as this pre- 
liminary statement of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics does not include the figures of cer- 
tain distant ports through which small 
quantities of cotton are exported. 

The value of the cotton exports now 
averages $1,000,000 per day for each busi- 
ness day of the year. In the twelve months 
ended with October, 1903, the total value 
of cotton exported was $320,406,314, and in 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1903, was 
$316,180,429.

Mrs. Marie P. Harrison Passes Away at 
Her Home in Brooklyn—Her In- 
teresting Experiences. 


Mrs. Marie Pigrum Harrison, who had 
reachec the age of 100 years, died Saturday 
‘at her home, 146 Lawrence Street, Brook- 
Ivn. Mrs. Harrison was a woman of many

P. T. Barnum’s shows. 

Mrs. Harrison was born in Hampton 
Court, Surrey, England, in November, 1803.

In her girlhood she met and knew 
many royal personages. She married John 
William Bristow MHarrison, an FEngiish 
actor, in Kennington, England, in 1535. 

Several years after her marriage Mrs. 
Jiarrison came to this country with her 
husband, and traveled with him while he 


Was giving concerts and other entergain- 
ments. later Mr. Harrison jeined DBar- 
mum's company at the old Ann Street Mu- 
seum, this city. While he was with Bar- 
num Tom Thumb, Commodore Nutt, and 
other famous dwarfs were introduced to 
the public by the great showman, and Mrs. 
Warrison formed a friendship With all 
them. Mrs. Harrison became very fond of 
these little people, and often carried them 
about in her arms. She has a collection of 
shoes qnd articles of —- worn by her 
dwarf iriends in the old day 

Mrs.. Harrison lived “" ‘Brooklyn for 
fixty years, and could recall the time when 
the outskirts of the town were not far 
beyond where the Borough Hall now 


Stands. 

Mr. Harrison died about twenty years 
2go. The conple had one daughter, Jessie 
Muria Harrison, who married James W. 
Butcher, a well-known Brooklynite. She 
died six years ago. Mrs. Harrison is sur- 
vived by four grandsons—W. W. Butcher, a 
Brookiyn lawyer; Frederick D. Butcher, a 
law partner of Gen. Stewart L. W oodford; 
George C. Butcher, and Henry C. Butcher. 
She also leav es nine great-grandchildren.

Owing to. the crowded nature of the 
neighborhood, three alarms were turned in 
at‘ unce. There was a general exodus of 
residents from the tenement at No. 54, but, 
although the place was filled with heavy 
smcke, no one suffered any injury. The 
tlames ate their way through the fifth to 
the eixth floor, where a large quantity of 

varnish was stored, and the ignition of 
the stuff made of the top floor a raging 
furnace within a few moments, and soon 
crash. 

Sparks fell down the elevator shaft and 
started a blaze on almost every one of the 
lower fleors. The firemen ‘were able to 
handle these with little trouble, but to 
subdue the flames on the top floors ,tons 
of watcr had to be pumped into the build- 
ing, and this did a large proportion of the 
demage. 

One incident occurred that amused the 
crowd hugely. A-newly appointed fireman, 
attending his first blaze, was stand@ing in 
of the building, when a stream of 
water from the interior fell full upon him. 
Startled, he dropped his hose and ran.

NINE FISHERS CAPSIZED, 
TWO MAY BE DROWNED 


Clung for an Hour to Overturned 
Catboat Off Coney Island Point. 


ee ee 


Three Rescued by Heroic Sailor of 
Schooner Joe Picket—Four Known 
to Have Been Saved by 
Another Vessel. 


After clinging to a capsized catboat for 
more than an hour in the ocean off Coney 
Island Point yesterday afternoon seven 
men of a fishing party of nine were picked 
up by passing craft, two of the men being 
missing. The rescue was effected with 
difficulty because of the choppy sea and 
the ‘tide drift’? at the point. A deck- 
hand on a schooner proved himself a hero 
by plunging into the sea and carrying a 
line to the imperiled men. 

The luckless fishing party was composed 
of Harry Wallace, fifty-two years old, of 
334 Forty-elghth, Street; John D. Wan, for- 
ty-eight years old, of 126 Butler Street; 
Thomas Murphy, thirty-six years old, of 
34 Bergen Street; J. J. Ryan, forty-two 
years old, of 17 Hoyt Street, and Charles 
Barkhurst, thirty-eight years old, of 354 
Baltic Street, all of Brooklyn, and four 
other men whose names could not be 
learned last night. 

The party went to Frank Nolan's boat- 
house at the foot of Bay Forty-seventh 
Street, Gravesend Bay, yesterday morning 
and hired from him the catboat Valentine. 
They started out from there to spend the 
day fishing. About 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, while they were two miles southeast 
of Coney Island Point, they ran into trou- 
ble. The boat was showing all her canvas, 
and when she got into a seaway a mistake 
was made in the handling of her, and she 
went over. The men on board were thrown 
into the water, but all managed to swim 
back and get hold of the boat. At that 
time there was no craft near the capsized 
boat. 

About an hour later the fishing schooner 
Joe Picket hove in sight, coming in. Capt. 
FF. Jurgenson, her skipper, saw the over- 
turned catboat and the men clinging to her, 
and headed for them. Capt. Jurgenson got 
as near as he could and then threw lines to 
the men. They were all so benumbed and 
exhausted, however, that none could seize 
a line. Besides the skipper there were on 
board the schooner the mate, William Ful- 
ler, and George Noe, a deckhand. Noe vol- 
unteered to swim over to the catboat. A 
rope was fastencd about him, and taking 
another line with him he dived overboard. 

Reaching the catboat he tied the free 
line to one of the men, who was hauled 
aboard the schooner. The line was then 
thrown back to Noe, and another man was 
drawn aboard the Picket. As a third man 
was being hauled to the scshooner a sloop, 
equipped with an auxiliary engine, came up 
on the other side of the catboat and took 
off four men who were clinging to the craft 
on that side. Seven of the nine men in the 
party were thus accounted for. There were 
no other men left on the capsized catboat, 
and what became of the other two could 
not be clearly determined last night. 
was some uncertainty as to whether or 
not they had also been picked up by the 
sloop. 

The men rescued by the Picket were 
Murphy, Ryan, and Barkhurst. Capt. Jur- 
gensen landed them at the foot of Bay 
Thirty-second Street, Bath Beach, and also 
towed the overturned catboat there. Mur- 
phy was unconscious, but came around 
after he had been attended by Ambulance 
Surgeon Heisman of the Norwegian Hos- 
pital. The men said that just before the 
rescuers reached the catboat Wallace and 
Wan let go their hold on the boat and 
sank, They did not know whether they 
came up again or not. Wallace was the 
Captain of the party. Murphy was locked 
up In the Bath Beach Station charged with 
intoxication after the ambulance surgeon 
had revived him. 

At 126 Butler Street, Brooklyn, 
was given as Wan's address, 
last night that nobody of that name lived 
there. No, 17 Hoyt Street, where fe was 
said Ryan lived, is an annex to a Fulton 
Street dry goods store, and no one lives 
in. the building.

+ The schooner, which was of eighty tons 
and eighty-five feet long, belenged to 
Chesebro Brothers of 1 Fulton Market. 

} She sailed from this port six weeks ago, to 
get bluefish. She was seen fishing by pass- 
ing steamers less than one week after she 
sailed from here, which is the last report 


of her, The crew was composed mostly 


of Scandinavians, whose homes were in 
South Brooklyn. 

When the vessel did not return in three 
weeks, as was her custom, the wife and 
the sister of one of the crew went to Ful- 

| ton Market and asked for information of 
; her. The owners then said that they did 
not hold out any hope for the return of 
the vessel but told the women to call 
again in a week. Almost daily since that 
| time they heave returned, and have been 
told that all hope has been given up, and 
that the vessel surely foundered with all 
hands. She was commanded by John Hor- 


gan. 
The vessel, though not one of the newest 


of the fleet, was considered seaworthy. 
She had been through many of the worst 
| gales ever encountered on the coast, and 
since her time of building, in 1883, had 
| never lost a man. She came out of the 
| once sa gale without even a plece of 
canvas missing, and her former worthiness 
| led her_ owners to believe for a time that 
j she had been compelled to seek an_ out- 
of-the-way harbor, and would be heard 
from again. 

Wreckage of a small schooner has been
